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COWARDS IN THE. SENATE

DISHONORABLE WAY IN WHICH 
CLERK YOUNG WAS OUSTED. 


MEMBERS WHO STULTIFIED THEMSELVES 
IN ACCEPTING THE ALLEGED REA- 
SONS FOR HIS DISCHARGE—3ENATOR 
MANDERSON DENOUNCED THE ACT. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—It was a mistake to 
assume that the United States Senate could not 
afford to be less honorable than a gentleman. 
With a disregard of all the amenities that com- 
monly characterize the association of decent 
men, it has completed its attack upon Executive 
Clerk James R. Young, begun by the slander of 
some Senatorial blackguard, by dismissing him 
from his place, after it had refused his just de- 
mand to hear the accusation reported to have 
been lodged against him and before he had 
learned precisely who the ruffian was who had 
accused him or of what the crime was of which 
he was accused. 

Enough is known of the causes, as the story 
has leaked out of the secret session, to know 
that a Senator, an “honorable ’’—save the mark 
—and presumably Senator Hale, (Rep., Me.,) 
formerly known as‘ Blaine’s Bub,” at the in- 
Btigation of Senators Cameron and Quay, (both 
Rep., Penn.,) and with the connivancs of Sen- 
ator Sherman. (Rep., Ohio,) concluded to accuse 
Mr. Young of revealing the secrets of the ex- 
ecutive sessions. He had been, off and on, the 
Executive Clerk for abouttwenty years, and was 
originally named by Mr. Sherman. No one who 
knows him as wellas the Senators know him 
would listen to the accusation for an instant. 

As bas been repeatedly asserted in these dis- 
patches and must be repeated now, the Sena- 
tors who have permitted him to be dismissed 
are subject to the most contemptuous epithets 
that can be used to denounce them, because 
they know that, in hearing the accusations and 
failing to refute them like men, they have put 
upon a man more honorabie than they have 
dared to be an offense of which they knew them- 
selyes to be guilty, and the odium of which 
they should have themselves assumed. A pick- 
lock, a highwayman, a skulker in dark alleys, 
lying in wait for a victim, is “‘honorable” be- 
side the blackguard who would, in the security 


of asecret inquisition, inaccessible to the ac- 
cused, stain an honorable name and then vote 
to punish the slandered victim by removiug him 
from a position given him by the party to 
which he belongs and to which every inclina- 
tion of partisanship, as well as honor and duty, 
lave made bim faithful for twenty years. 

It would have been, perhaps, less congenial 
to the nice sensibilities of such Republican 
Senators to have said bluntly:. *“‘ We want your 
place for another. Resign or be dismissed.” 
Nothing would do for these assassins of reputa- 
tion but a fatal knife thrust, from a safe place, 
inflicted with a lying pretense of an excuse that 
Was as unnecessary as it was cowardly and in- 
famous. 

It was 1 o’clock when Senator Cameron called 
for the executive session. The doors were 
closed, and they were not opened again, except 
to permit an attaché to carry ina pile of THE 
Ne&w-YORK Times for the Senators to refer to, 
for three hours. Inthat time “the honorable 
the Senate” indulgedin one of the warmest 
debates it has ever had ip secret. 

Senator Cameron opened the ball by reading 
the letter which Mr. Young wrote to the Senate 
in reply to its demand that he resign, in the face 
of the disgraceful charggs implied, rather than 
made directly, in the resolutiens. In this letter 
Mr. Young denied that he had ever broken faith 
with the Senate, and demanded to know the 
nature of the charges against him and tobe 
confronted with his accusers. 

The reading of the letter had the effect of un- 
masking the enemies of Mr. Young. The stories ‘ 
told during the executive sessions in which the 
Bering Sea treaty was discussed were re- 
vaiped, and it was asserted that the newspa- 
pers could not have printed such accurate re- 
ports of the proceedings if the Executive Clerk 
had not proved false to hia trust. The men 
who took this position knew that it was utterly 
faise, butit served their purpose, and that was 
enough for them. 

After the debate bad gone on for more than 
an hour, Senator Manderson, (Rep., Neb.,) who 
has been the champion of Mr. Young ever since 
the cowardly plot against him was hatched, 
otiered a resolution to the effect that the 
executive force, which had been barred from 
the chamber during recent executive sessions, 
be admitted. Mr. Manderson took the floor in 
support of this resolution, and addressed 
the plotters a scathing denunciation of 
the contemptible plan which they had hit 
upon to get rid of one whose place they wanted. 
He said that the Senate would be everlasting] 
disgraced if itlent itself to such ascheme. If 
it was the wish of the Senate that a new Execu- 
tive Clerk should be appointed, let Mr. Young 
be retired honorably m+ | not under the cloud 
which would certainly hover over him if his 
place was declared vacant at this time and 
under such circumstances. 

Mr. Manderson was supported in his position 
by his colleague, Mr. Paddock, who followed 
him in a vigorous speech, in which all the in- 
famy Of the scheme to get rid of Mr. Young was 
laid bare. These two Senators proved to be the 
strongest of those enlisted on the side of the ex- 
ecutive clerk, but they were powerless to divert 
the cowards from carrying out their work. The 
resolution was voted down. 

Then a resolution, which came from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, by the soiled hand 
of Hale, declaring the position of Executive 
Clerk vacant, was brought forward and 
adopted. This accomplished, the “honorable” 
Senators who were in the majority arranged to 
have the news carried to Mr. Young. 








TRUSTED BY HIS SENIORS. 





THE EVIDENCE IN REGARD TO LIEUT. 
COMMANDER BOOK, 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—Mr. Wililam EL BStay- 
ion, the admiralty lawyer of New-York, was be- 
fore the Naval Examining Board to-day in the 
interest of his client, Lieut. Commander G. M. 
Book of the navy, the question of whose fitness 
for promotion has been a matter of inquiry for 
some weeks past. 

All the information desired by the board from 
Book’s senior officers has been furnished, and it 
is of such a character that the officer is likely to 
be recommended for promotion. The evidence 
shows that his senior officers would be willing 
to trust’ Book in command. The delay in 
the settlement of the case has been due 


to the time consumed in collecting eyidence 
for a decision, and a further delay is caused to- 
day by the relief of Commander Glass from the 
examining board and the detail of Commander 
Schouler ia his stead. The latter officer must 
acquaint himself with the testimony before he 
can approve the finding of the board, and this 
has served to postponed the submission of the 
sase to the Secretary until to-morrow, when it 
is expected it will reach him. 

A great many naval ofticers, who are waiting 
for some decision in this case, will be glad 
when the matter is finally settled.

A LIVELY CONVENTION AHEAD.

THE MAIN STRUGGLE WILL BE OVER 


THE NATIONAL DELEGATES. 


CHICAGO, April 11.—The coming Democratic 
State Convention will be as lively as that of 
1884. The ticket is yirtually made up now, but 
the contest will be over the delegates to the 
National Convention and the question of in- 
struction or non-instruction as to a Presidential 
candidate. 

Ex-Judge Altgeld has, by all odds, the best of 
itfor the head of the State ticket, and before 
the present week shall have passed away he 
can count on bis fingers’ ends enough delegates 
to nominate him. Andy Hunter 1s going from 
county to county in prosecution of his cam- 
paign. Gen. Black’s friends areunusually active 
in his interest. State Treasurer E. 8, Wilson 
still entertains some idea that he might win the 
nomination. 

Gen. Palmer’s candidacy for the head of the 
national ticket does not meet with as much 


favor lately as it did a monthago. A great 
many Democrats think they see in the 
situation the tactics of Senator Hill, because 


some of his friends speak very enthusiastically - 


ot Palmer at every opportunity and intimate 
that he may yet lead off the national ticket. 
lllinois, aside from the four Congressional dis- 
tricts of Cook County, is essentially a Cleveland 
State. Morrison’s people, in the main, are kind- 
ly disposed towa —s whom they regard 
asa “half friendly” Indian. Some of the more 
pronounced of their number seem to think Alt- 
geld might have prevented the indorsement of 
Gen. Palmer at the Cook County Convention. 
He could not have done it if he had been so in- 
clined. Gen. Palmer has always expressed him- 
self as particularly friendly to Cleveland. See- 
ing that Palmer was almost certain to get an 
indorsement at Springfield, the Morrison party 
instituted another plan of . campaign—one 


that is sure to bring forth satisfactory 
results. They have been working in 
the country districts, so a8 to secure 


the election of Cleveland men who will, if ne- 
cessity demands, add their strength to the 
Cleveland vote from other States. Their efforts 
will be found to have been successful in many 
cases when the names of the delegates tu the 
National Convention shail have been an- 
nounced. Not less than twenty will be for 
Cleveland from the start, but they will give 
their votes to Palmer so long as there is a show 
of his nomination. 

Morrison will certainly be a delegate from his 
own district, unless, indeed, he be selected at 
large. The instructions for Palmer will proba- 
bly be made after a breezy fight. The delegates 
from Illinois may or may not cut a big figure in 
the convention. Some of them will clamber 
into the Cleveland band wagon at the firat op- 
portunity. Others will be left at the post. 

Lewiston, IIL, April 11.—The Democrats of 
Fulton County met in delegate convention in 
this city to-day. Delegates were selected to the- 


State Senatorial and Congressional Conven- 
tions. Resolutions were passed indorsing 
Grover Cleveland for first choice for President 
and John M. Palmer for second choice. 








A SACRED SPOT. 





LAWSUIT OVER THE GRAVE OF THE 
MOTHER OF WASHINGTON. 


RICHMOND, Va, April 11.—The Virginia Su- 
preme Court of Appeals to-day heard argument 
of counsel in the case involving the allegation 
thatan option had been given on the lot in 
whichisthe grave of the mother of George 
Washington. Thé title of the-case is Kolbert 
& Kirtley against Shepherd, from the Circuit 
Court of the City of Fredericksburg. The rec- 
ords show that on Feb. 28, 1889, the defendant, 
Shepherd, gave Kirtley & Kolbert, a real estate 
firm of Fredericksburg, an option for the pur- 
chase of the lot. 

The sum mentioned was $2,500, whioh was to 
include aiso the monument, which had been con- 
tributed by a New-York man but had never been 
completed. The real estate firm claim, and the 
records bear out their claim, that they found a 
purchaser for $20,000 in G. H. Huntingdon of 
Baltimore. 

The property was advertised in various parts 
of the country, and attracted considerable at 
tention. The result was that the people of 
Fredericksburg held a mass meeting, at which 
resolutions disapproving the proposed sale of 
the sacred spot. were adopted. r. Bhepherd 
refused to accept the $2,500 and to make a 
deed for the lot. The result was a damage suit 
instituted by the real estate firm in the Circuit 
Court of Fredericksburg. The decision was 
against the plaintiffs, the court holding that the 
spot containing the grave of the mother of 
Washington could not be the subject of a sale. 
This opinion will, it is believed, be substantially 
approved hy the Supreme Court. This tribunal 
intimated this to-day in refusing to hear long 
arguments of the plaintiffs’ counsel. 





WILD PANIC IN A CHURCH. 





FIRE DISPERSES THE CONGREGATION 
AND DESTROYS THE EDIFICE. 


PITTSBURG, April 11.—Fire caused a panic 
among the members of the Finleyville Presby- 
terian Church lastnight. About 100 members 
of the congregation assembled in the church 
and the Rev. 8. H. Doyle opened the services. 
The janitor had gone down stairs and discov- 
ered that the basement wason fire. He rushed 


up and along the centre aisle just as Dr. Doyle 
arose and said, “Let us pray.” Dr. Doyle 
stopped in amazement at the sight of the jan- 
itor wildly running toward the pulpit Reach- 
it, he cried, ‘Fire! For goodness’ sake, people, 
getout! The church is on fire !”’ 

Dr. Doyle, without losing time, jumped from 
the pulpit and started on a run for the door, 
while his congregation followed. Several per- 
sons were knocked down, women’s dresses were 
torn, children screamed, and men fought their 
way through. 

When all got out it was found that the danger 
Was not so very great, and several members 
went back and carried out the pulpit furniture. 
The church was burned tothe ground. It was 
notinsured, and cost about $3,500. 4

AUDITOR LYONS TO BE ELECTED TO 
THE STATE COMMITTEE. 


HARTFORD, Aprilll.—Atthe meeting of the 
Democratic State Committee in New-Haven to- 
morrow the name of City Auditor Cornelius J. 
Lyons of Hartford will be presented by ex-Con- 
gressman Vance of New-Britainfor the vacancy 
in the Hartford district caused by the death of 
Frank G. Grogan. 

Mr. Lyons has the indorsement of most of the 
party managers in this city. His candidacy has 
been strengthened also by the fact that he was 
re-elected City Auditor for two years last Mon- 
day. The opposition to his representing this dis- 
trict in the State Committee was based on the 
ground that he has been a Hill politician. 

Frank C. Sumner, who was indorsed by the 
Town Committee in opposition to Lyons, has 
declined to have his name presented for the 
vacancy, and Lyons will be selected without 
difficulty, but his election will not be due to 
any Hill associations that he may have had in 
the past. ig 





WHITE SQUADRON WANTED AT ST. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louis, April 11.—A meeting of the Gen- 
eral Committee of Entertainment of the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen has been held at the 
New Everett House for the purpose of making 
preparations for the reception of the seven- 
teenth annual convention of the order, which 


will meet in this city on May 12. It was agreed 
that a sham battle should take place on the 
river on Wednesday ry May 11; that the 
arade and prize drill at the fair grounds should 
e held on May 12, and that on May 13 there 
should be a grand river excursion. 

A resolution was passed directing the Secre- 
tary to write to the Secretary of the Navy ask- 
ing him to order the white squadron, which 
will be at Memphis during the first week in 
May, to report in St. Louison May 11. Itis be- 
lieved that at that time of the year, when the 
upper river, below the mouth of the Missouri, 
has its annual swell from rain, with snow now 
melting in the Rocky Mountains, the squadron 
would have no difficulty in getting up to 8t.

GOSCHEN SHOWS A SURPLUS 


THE ENGLISH BUDGET IS PRE- 
SENTED TO PARLIAMENT. 





A FINANCIAL STATEMENT WHICGE DISAP- 
POINTS THE CONSERVATIVES—THEY 
WANTED POLITICAL CAPITAL—LIB- 
ERALS PLEASANTLY SURPRISED. 


Lonpow, April 11.—The Right Hon. George J. 
Goschen, Chancellor of the Exohequer, pre- 
sented the pudget in the House of Commons to- 
day. There was a full attendance of members, 
and the scene was very animated. 7 

Mr. Goschen said that as a traveler in ascend- 
ing a hill frequently fancied that he had reached 
the highest point, only to find it. was not the 
top, 80 had been for the past three weeks his 
experience with the financial prosperity of the 
country. The estimates had been framed on the 
theory that the top had been attained, yet a 
curve led onward and upward. Good fortune 
again permitted him to submit a budget show- 
ing a surplus of £1,067,000. This was largely 
due to the expending departments, for it was 
not to any extent due to an expansion of the 
revenue. There had been times when he had 
suffered great anxiety, During January and 
February the prospect was not bright, but dur- 
ing March it was better, and this enabled him to 
submit a satisfactory result. 

In the last budget the estimate of expendl- 
tures was £99,264,000. The actual expendi- 
tures were .£98,928,000, leaving a surplus of 
£336,000. This was aremarkably smal! differ- 
ence between the estimates and actual expendi- 
tures. The total estimates of expenditures 
during the last three years was £264,000,000. 
The total difference in the expenditures was 
only £137,000. This statement was received 
with cheers. 

Analyzing the revenue, Mr. Goschen said that 
the. customs produced £19,736,000, being, 
£36,000 abodve the sum calculated upon. It 
was not alcohol that caused the increase this 
year, but tobacco. The revenue tax from tea 
was exceedingly: satisfactory, yielding 234,000 
over the estimate. Tobacco- produced £9,953,- 
000, being £418,000 above the previous year. 
All this, Mr. Goschen declared, proved that 
wages had not fallen and that there was still 
widely diffused prosperity among workingmen. 

The excise revenue showed £543,000 over the 
estimate. The increase in the consumption ot 
home spirits was greater in England than in 
Ireland or Scotland, being 6 per cent in Eng- 
land, against 1 3-5in Scotland and. 1 per cent. 
in Ireland. More spirits were consumed than 
beer. 

Mr. Goschen estimated the revenue for the 
current fiscal year at 290,477,000 and the ex- 
penditures at 290,253,000, Raving a@ small mar- 
gin of £224,000. This would not allow of a re- 
mission of taxation, with the exception of a 
minor reduction in patent fees, absorbing 
£50,000, and the fixing of the duty on sparkling 
wines from 2s. 64. and 1s. per gallon to a upiform 
rate of 24. Mr. Goschen said he held himself re- 
sponsible for the prudence of the estimates. 
The mighty river of the national prosperity still 
remained broad, and he trusted that the various 
watersheds of national wealth would continue 
the stream undiminished in volume. [Cheers.) 

Mr. Goschen spoke for two hours. Fe an- 
nounced the resignation of Mr. Weat, Chairman 
of the Inland Reyenue Board. } 

Mr. Gladstone suggested that the House fol- 
low the usual custom and avoid discussion of 
the budget until the day fixed for ite mature 
consideration. He hoped the change of duty on 
sparkling wines, while-benefiting some wihe- 
producing countries, would not involve trouble 
in other countries. He eulogized the services 
of Mr. West. 

The resolution concerning wines was passed. 
Mr. Goschen fixed the general Ciscussion of the 
budget for April 21. 

The pointless character of the budget disap- 
points all partics. The Conservatives, in the 
lobby, did not attempt to disguise their regret 
that Mr. Goschen had presented a statement 
containing nothing that would influence the 
popular vote in the general elections. The Lib- 
erala, who had expected some coup to attract 
electors to the Conservative side, were pleas- 
antly surprised by the harmless character of 
Mr. Goschen’s statement. 

Lonpon, April 12.—The Daily News, com- 
menting on the budget statement, regards it as 
a disselution budget, and says that unless the 
dissolving of Parliament be postponed until 
1893 the general elections will be held on ‘‘the 
most trivial, peddling, and futile of all Mr. 
Goschen’s budgets.” 

The Standard says that Mr. Goschen’s speech 
was one of the most historically interesting 
ever delivered by an English Chancellor. 

The Morning Post says: “A commonplace, 
but safe and sensible budget, is likely to be the 
country’s verdict.” 


THE TROUBLE IN RIO JANEIRO. 








A THREE DAYS’ STATE OF SIEGE 


PROCLAIMED IN THE CITY. 


Lonpon, April 11.—The Brazilian Embassy 
here has made public a dispatch from Rio Ja- 
neiro, stating that a seditious movement pro- 
moted by Anarchists under the pretense of cel- 
ebrating the recovery to health of ex-Dictator 
de Fonseca, was promptly suppressed by the 
Government. ; 

As some of the supporters of the movement 
were members of Congress, the Government pro- 
claimed a three days’ state of siege. Order was 
maintained and the liberty of the press and 
postal and telegraphic communication were 
fully respected. 

This communication explains the dispatches 
received here recently from Buenos Ayres, 
which stated that reports of serious political 
troubles in Rio Janeiro had been received there, ° 
and that the streets of the Brazilian capital 
were patrolled by cavalrymen in addition to 
the force of armed police. The declaration of 
the state of siege accounts for the presence of 
the cavalrymen as patrols on the streets. 


LONDON’S UNEMPLOYED. 








THREATS OF AN AGITATION TO FORCE 
THE OPENING OF RELIEF WORKS. 


LonpDon, April 11.—John Moore Packer ad- 
dressed a meeting of unemployed workingmen 
at Tower Hill to-day. He promised to start an 
agitation such as has never before been seen in 
London. Unless speedy relief was afforded, the 
unemployed thousands of men would rise up and 
demand work. : 

Another speaker said that when the unem- 
ployed marched in thousands through the West 
End of London, demanding work or bread, the 
people became frightened and opened a relief 
fund. He trusted that before the endof the 
month such large processions would be held as 
would open the eyes of the authorities to the 
necessities of the unemployed and oblige them 
to open relief works. > 





MRS. HARRISON ILL. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Mrs. Harrison, the 
wife of the President, is suffering from an at- 
tack of bronchitis, About a month ago she was 
taken with a rather mild form of the grip, and 
while at no time was her condition at all seri- 
ous, she has never fully recovered from. its 
effects, and early last week symptoms of bron- 
chitis made their appearance. Dr. Gardner was 
called in, and on Thursday she was so much bet- 
ter, although still confined to her bed, that the 


President felt perfectly safe in leaving her fora 
few days’ shooting. ‘ 
On Friday, however, she was taken worse, her 
me and fever increasing in severity. Since 
time Dr. Gardner has visited his patient 








seyoral times each day, and while she is now 
somewhat better, she still has fever and her 
cough continnes,

LONDON, April 11.—In the Royalty Theatre 
in this city a performance was given this even- 
ing for the benefit of the National Lifeboat In- 
stitution. There was a large crowd of fashion- 
able persons present, and the programme 
afforded them much enjoyment. 

After W. 8. Gilbert’s “Swecthearts” had been 
performed the Countess Russell, wife of Earl 
Russell, from whom she recently made an un- 
successful attempt to be divorced, and her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Dick Russell, appeared in a specialty. 
These performers were handsomely attired in 
similar costumes of black and silver, with white 
wigs and olinging black lace skirts. The Count- 
ess had a coronet fastened conspicuously to the 
front of her accordeon-plaited dress. 

The ladies received an ovation whon they 
made their appearance.

MESSRS. BLAINE AND MULDOON ON A 
PHYSICAL-TRAINING STORY. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—A story printed by a 
New-York newspaper to the effect that Seere- 
tary Blaine has entered into an arrangement 
with William Muldoon, the wrestler, by which 
he is to receive instructions in physical culture, 
and giving in some detail an account of an in- 
terview purporting to have been held with Mr.

“William Muldoon, the wrestler, corroborates 
the statement that he is to put Secretary of 
State James G. Blaine through a course of treat- 
ment. He said last night that when he waa in 
Washington recently Mr. Blaine’s private sec- 


retary called on him and explained Mr. Blaine’s 
ailments. The result of the interview was that 
Muldoon called on the Secretary of State and 
questioned him closely as to his habits of eat- 
ing and exercising, after which he recommended 
a course of treatment which Mr. Blaine con- 
sented to follow closely. 

“Mr. Blaine only needs dieting and exercis- 
ing,’’ Muldoon said, but he wouldnot say whether 
he thought the Secretary asick man. He added 
that Mr. Blaine was very much afraid the news- 
papers would poke fun at him if it became 
Known that he was to be Muldoon’s pupil, and 
that he only consented to.submit to treatment 
at the urgent sojicitation of his friends.

FLOODS IN MISSISSIPPI. 





LOSS OF MANY LIVES AND MUCH PROP- 
ERTY REPORTED. 


COLUMBUS. Miss., April 11.—The recent heavy 
rains have swollen all streams in this section 
to a point never before known, and the de- 
struction of life and property is frightful. All 
farms along the Tombigbee River Valley have 
been abandoned, houses of all kinds washed 
away, all fencing is gone, and cattle and mules 
by hundreds have been drowned. 

Many floating houses have passed down the 
river. Every available craft here has been 
used day and night relieving the sufferers, 
carrying out food, and bringing in the destitute 
people. On one small mound there were forty 
people; as many more cattle and mules. On 


another there were seventy peeple and cattle 
by the hundreds. 

The negroes on all the low lands have lost 
everything they had, and there are hundreds of 
them here being fed by the city. The white 
people have been unable to gef a negro to do 
any kind of work toward rescuing other negroes 
without payment in advance. 

Twelve negroes have been drowned within 
three miles of this city. At points on the river 
below here the loss of life is very large. - The 
railroads have abandoned all trains westward 
and there are goany wash-outs. The trestles are 
swept away ‘and all of the roads have large 
forces repairing damages, but it will be a week 
before trains will be running. 

There has been no communication before to- 
day with the outside world since last Wednes- 
day. The waters are receding, but it is again 
raining. One rescuing party was upset and 
three negro boys drowned three miles above 
town. All the others climbed trees and were 
found. Another rescuing party was upset and 
spent twenty-three hours in the trees.

WAITING FOR THE OPENING

4 VAST ENCAMPMENT OUTSIDE 
° THE ARAPAHOE LAND. 


MORE PEOPLE WILL MAKE THE RUSH 
THAN ENTERED OKLAHOMA—THE IN- 
DIANS HAVE BEEN SHREWD ENOUGH 
TO SELECT THE BEST LANDS. 


KINGFISHER, Oklahoma, April 11—From 
east, wést, north, and south white-topped 
Wagons are creaking along the dusty roads 
headed for the new slice of the ‘Promised 
Land”—the country of the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes—which will in a few days be thrown 
open to the paleface. There is to-day one” al- 
most unbroken encampment along all the bor- 
ders of the new country, and every moment 
the ranks of the boomers receive recruits. More 
people wi!l probably make the rush into the new 
land than entered Oklahoma when it was 
opened, but there is room for many more. The 
Oklahoma country that was thrown open 
three years ‘ago contained only 1,100,000 acres, 
while there will be more than 3,500,000 acres 
for white settlement next week. 

The Indians, over 3,000 all told, hav e already 
taken their allotments, and there can be no 
doubt that **Lo” has shown wisdom in select- 
ing the bestland. Most of the boomers now on 
the border are a very fine class of emigrants. 
The number of fine horses in their possession is 
surprising. Most of them have large, well-stored 
wagons and will be well prepared for their fight 
with the hard-hearted prairic land. 

There are not as many negroes among them 
as has been represented, although on the south 
border a large number of Texus darkies are 
awaiting the word. These people are more 
poorly equipped than any other class, 
but the fact does not trouble them any. 
Col. Wade, whose headquarters are at Fort 
Reno, is in charge of the district, and it is his 
duty to keep “sooners”’ out as far as possible. 


He has received reinforcements from Fort 
Leavenworth, Fort Supply, and. other places, 
and the bluecoats are scattered all around 
the herder. The company of Indian 
scouts attached to the command is used 
constantly. In spite of the vigilance of the 
soldiers, however, some people slip into the 
country, and when the time comes for the rnsh 
itis probable that every place that offers any 
concealment will be occupied by the “ sooners.’’ 

The facilitios of Kingtisher, Hennessey, El 
Reno, and other towns close to the border are 
taxed to their utmost. People stand for bours 
in front of the Post Office to get their mail. For 
several days there has been a line in front of 
the Land Office. These men expect to hold 
their piaete if the landis not opened until the 
Fourth of July. : 

The town sites of the six new counties have 
been surveyed and artistically named. Wat- 
anonga will be county seat of C, Yaloga of D, 
Ioland of E, Ewing of F, Arapahoe of G, Ross- 
more of H. These will, of course, be the towns 
of the new country. Mr. Sills, special agent of 
the Land Office, and Gov. Seay held a consulta- 
tion this morning, after which they stated 
that there was no doubt that the town sites 
would be opened’on the same day as the land. 
Special agents of the Land Ofiice will ba 
at the county seats of C,.D, and H, and the 
three eastern counties, on the opening day, to 
see that things go all right.

THE SISSETON LANDS. 





AN ILLNESS WHICH MAY DELAY THE 
OPENING—THE READY CROWDS. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The Sisseton Reser- 
vation, partly in North Dakota, is to be thrown 
open to homestead settlement on April 15. 
There will on that day be a great rush to the 
Fargo Land Office, and the presence of the Reg- 
ister will be important, his signature being re- 
quired to receipts issued to takers of land. 

Register Waldo M. Potter has written Land 
Commissioner Carter, from New-Orleans, that 
he is ill at that place, and thatit would be .au- 
icidal for him to attempt to return to Fargo on 
the 15th. It may be necessary to postpone the 
opening of the reservation or to appoint a new 
Register. Mr. Potter was formerly publisher of 
the Saratogian, at Saratoga, and has published 
papers in lowa and North Dakota. 

Sr. PauL, Minn., April 11.—Major Barnard, 
United States Army, stationed on the edge of 
the Sisseton Reservation, has made all bis ar- 
rangements for the opening at noon of the 15th. 
Troops will be scattered along the entire boun- 
dary of the reservation. The signal for 12 
o'clock will be given by the discharge of fire- 
arma by the soldiers along the whole boundary. 

The oxcitement and crowd increase with 
every day and thousands will be in line when 
the last hour arrires. Arrangements have been 
made for extra passenger trains from St. Paul, 
reaching Brown’s Valley ahead of the regular 
afternoon train. MKailroad companies aro 
keeping close watch on the developments. In- 
spector Harland is at Watertown, and a special 
agent of the Land Department and H. Brace, 
another special agent, is at Brown's Valley. 
They will be around the reservation until after 
it is opened to protect settlers and see that 
a is properly conducted in every par- 
ticular. 

The plans that have been worked out the past 
few monthe by boomers are now coming to 
light, and there will be somo startling develop- 
ments and exciting times when the grand show- 
down comes next Friday. 

VIENNA INCENDIARY FIRES.

STILL MUCH ALARM IN THE CITY— 
FLAMES AT LEONFELDEN. 


Vienna, April 11.—An alarm of fire was sent 
from the Burg Theatre to-night, but when the 
firemen arrived at the theatre they were in- 
formed that it was a false alarm. Itis believed, 
however, that there was a fire, and that em- 
ployes of the theatre extinguished the flames 
and kept the fact secret. 

A dispatch from Leonfelden says that that 
place has been almost totally destroyed by fire. 
The flames appeared to start in several places 
simultancously. One hundred barns and other 
farm buildings were burning at onetime. A 
church belfry collapsed and the bell was melted. 
A carpenter was killed while trying to rescue 
others. Several persons were injured. 

A forest fire is raging at Boskowitz in Mora- 
via. <A fireman was killed there while on duty. 

A chest of dynamite cartridges was stolen from 
the Lunzamt mines at Scheibba, in Lower Aus- 
tria, to-day. The thief eluded his pursuers.

CONVICTION AND SENTENCE OF THE

Lonpon, April 11.—The case known as “ the 
great bond robbery,” which has been before 
the courts fora year, and which has excited 
much interest in stock brokerage and other 
business circles, was broughtto an end to-day 
by the conviction of the defendants, Walter Sel- 
wyn, a stock broker, and Frederick Peach, on 
the charge of conspiring to defraud John Willis 
Scears out of the sum of £890, 

Selwyn was sentenced to five years’ penal 

servitude, and Peach to fourteen months’ im- 
prisonment at hard labor. 
The case arose out of the robbery of a number 
of Turkish bonds of the value of £8,500, which 
were deposited with Mr. Scears as soggrity for 
a loan of £890.

MR HARRITY’S SAFE FIGURES. 





CLEVELAND-PATTISON MEN WILL CON- 
TROL PENNSYLVANIA CONVENTION. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 11.—Prior to his depart- 
ure for Harrisburg this afternoon Secretary of 
State William F. Harrity prepared a statement 
of the probable vote by counties of the delegates 
to the Democratic State Convention. 

The table ise made up in the first instance with 
Philadelphia and Allegheny Counties omitted, 
and Mr. Harrity’s statement shows that the 
State administration, or Cleveland-Pattison, 
eloment of the party, will have a clear majority 
of the whole convention, even if the entire vote 
of Philadelphia and Allegheny Counties ahould 
be cast with the opposition. The latter eventis 
not likely to happen, however, under any cir- 
cumstances. In commenting on the table Mr. 
Harrity said: 

** The suggestions made by disappointed, dis- 
gruntied, and defeated factionists of the party 
that the Philadelphia and Allegheny County 
delegates may dominate the convention are ab- 
surd and have been made solely for the purpose 
of exciting jealousy. However, the Deinocrats 
from the interior cannot be so easily misled. 
The truth is that it is with them that Gov. Pat- 
tison's administration is particularly strong, 
and they are the peuple who will give it loyal 
and earnest support. The figures | give you are 
entirely reliable, having been obtained trom 
trustworthy sources, and they are likely to be 
verified when the convention meets. 

“The convention will contain 463 delegates,” 
continued Mr. Harrity, ‘‘and 232 will be suffi- 
cient to nominate and elect. The Cleveland- 
Pattison peopie will have at least 350 of the 
460 delegates, not les8 than 325 of them having 
already volunteered or promised their support. 
Of this number, 253, or more than a majority of 
the entire convention, are from the interior 
counties, thus showing that more than is neces- 
sary to control the convention, regardless of 
the attitude of Philadelphia and Allegheny 
Counties, will be with the State administration. 
It is highly probable that many of those who 
- now considered doubtful will also be found 
in line.”’ 

‘* What about the Committee on Credentials?” 
was asked. . 

*‘ From all I can learn,” he replied, ‘it will 
not be possible for the opposition to secure 
tifteen out of the fifty members of that commit- 
tee. Itis true that they have been industrious- 
ly at work for weeks past, and have been mak- 
ing all kinds of overtures and offering all sorts 
of trades to elect members of the Committee on 
Credentials, in order to deprive the regularly 
elected delegates from Philadelphia of sheir 
seats, and to seat those who have filed fictitious 
contests. But their industry and enterprise 
will not avail them, and they: will be surely 
disappointed. I have no doubt whatever that 
those who have been so active in their efforts 
to keep up a factious opposition, and whose 
chief stock in trade has been the personal- 
abuse of those whodo not agree with them, 
will find themselves quite lonesome in tlie Com- 
mittee on Credentials, as they will inthe con- 
vention itself.”

PARK SQUARE. 


Boston, April 11.—The latest popular theatre

ANTI-BRIGGS MEN AHEAD- 


THEY SECURE THE DELEGATION 
TO PORTLAND. 





RENEWED IN THE 
PAXTON FREES 
AND ELDERS 


THE OLD FIGHT 
PRESBYTERY—DR. 
HIS MIND—MINISTERS 
TRY ELECTIONEERING. 


“This is the strangest Presbytery I have ever 
known. Last Autumn it voted to clear Prof. 
Briggs of any suspicion of heresy, and now to- 
day it elects a solid delegation to the General 
Assembly for the purpose of hanging him.” 

This was the short but pregnant speech made 
by the Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton yesterdas, at 
the regular monthly meeting ef the New-York 
Presbytery, held at the Scotch Presbyterian 
-Church. Dr. Paxton said this when the result 
of the election of the fourteen delegates to the 
General Assembly to be held on May 16 at Port- 
land, Oregon, was made known and it was 
found that, with one exception, the delegates 
were all bitter opponents of Prof. Charles A. 
Briggs and had advocated his trial for heresy. 

The mecting yesterday was one of the most 
exciting in the history of the Presbytery. On 
the selection of delegates to the General Assem- 
bly depends in a great measure the fate of Prof. 
Briggs. Last Autumn the Briggs sympathizers 
managed to procure a vote of the assembly to 
discontinue the trial of Prof. Briggs of the 
Union Seminary for heresy. Thore was an ap- 
peal from that vote to the Synod of the State, 
which meets next Fall. From there it would go, 
as in legal procedure, to the ecclesiastical court 
of last resort—the General Assembly. But it is 
now understood that the General Assembly will 
not wait for the decision of the Synod, as the 
matter is considered one of vital importance ta 
Presbyterianisin, but will take it-in hand and 
sonar the fate of Prof. Briggs at the May meet- 

ng. 

Another question to be considered is whether 
Dr. Briggs is to retain the Chair of Systematic 
Theology in the Union Seminary. The last 
General Assembly voted to disapprove of his 
appointment to that chair because of his doc- 
trines. But the officers of the seminary decided 
that as Dr. Briggs had held another chair in the 
seminary for saveral years the appointment was 
merely a transfer, and the assembly had not the 
right practivally to order his removal. This 
question will also be decided by the General 
Assombly. 

The meeting occupied the entire day. It was 
nearly 6 o’clock when it closed. The morning 
session was comparatively quict, being devoted 
to much electioneering. Dr. Charles A. Briggs, 
assisted by Drs. Charles L. Thompson, G. I. 
Spining, John R. Paxton, A. P. Atterbury, and 
Marvin Vincent, went around among the many 
ministers and elders, and held caucuses and 
whispered meetings. Dr. Parkhurst came in 
about 11 o’clock and remained one hour, and 
then returned at recess time, when much of the 
electioneering was done. ’ 

The anti-Briggs faction was alert and, as it 
proved, had been doing quiet missionary work 
for some time previous to the meeting. The 
Rev. Dr. Robert R. Booth was the chief elec- 
tioneering officer on thatside. The Rev. Drs, 
W. D. Buchanan, Robert F. Sample, J. C. Sproul, 
J.J. Lampe, Charles S. Robinson, and Dr. George 
W. F. Birch, who was the Chairman of the 
Brizgs Prosecuting Committee, went around 
very briskly and also held any number of con- 
ferences and consultations. The lecture room 
was turned for the day into a big political 


caucus and the work done by both 
sides in the interest of their fac- 
tions was as lively as any done at 


a State convention. Words ran high during the 
voting, and Dr. John R. Paxton enlivened the 
proceedings by severe criticisms of his brethren 
who did uot think as he did. At one time he be- 
came so angry that it looked as if there would 
be more serious consequences than mere words, 
but, checking his indignation, he went out of 
the room, and walked up and down Fourteenth 
Btreet in front of the church smoking a cigar 
violently to calm his agitation. 

At precisely 10 o’clock the meeting was 
opened with prayer. Four verses of the hymn 
** Blessed be the Tie that Binds” were sung, and 
then the meeting opened for business. Dr. 
Briggs was not present when his name was 
called, but oame in a few minutes later. Mr. 
Stoddard of the New-York Observer re- 
nominated Dr. John C. Bliss for Moderator 
and. his. election was unanimous. Dr 8, 
B. Alexander was re-elected Seoretary 
and the Kev. J. H. Hoadley permanent elerk. 
The temporary clork was Dr. Lampe. 
Nominations were then in order, and it was de- 
cided that two elections should be held, one for 
the regular Commissioners and the second for 
the alternates, with the agreement that those 
who were nominated for the first places and 
were not elected should be considered as nomi- 
nees for alternates. This was made at the sug- 
gestion of Dr. Briggs, who thought that sucha 
method would be more just than the election of 
regulars and.alternates on the same ballot. 

The nominations came inrapidly. They were 
for seveu ministers and seven Ruling Eiders to 
be elected. The ministers nominated were: 

Briggs men—James H. Hoadley, W. T. Elsing, Dr. 
Charles L. Thompson, Wilton Merle Smith, 8. B. 
Kossiter, Francis Brown, George L. Spining, J. B. 
Shaw, and J. H. McIlvaine. 

Anti-Briggs men—Dr. J. S&S Ramsay, W. D. 
Buchanan, J. J. Lampe, Robert F. Saniple, Andrew 
en J.C. Sproul, George L. Shearer, and J. C. 

183. 

Dr. W. F. Birch and Dr. John Hall’s names 
were proposed, but both of these gentlemen 
withdrew “for a variety of reasons,”’ as the” 
expressed it. 

‘Lhe ministerial alternates nominated were: 

W. C, Stitt, E. H. Gillett, D. E. Lorenz, G. H. Pey- 
sen, KE. P. Peysen, Geurge Nixon, sidney G. Law, EK. 
W. kiitehcock, A. P. Atterbury, C. P. Mallery, and 
J. C. Nightingale. 

The Elders nominated were: 

Briggs men—Theron G. Strong, Titus B. Meigs, 
William H. Smith, Uscar Boyd, John MoWilliams, 
George Clay, Moses Doda, and Charlies H. Woodbury. 

Anti-Briggs men—Prot. J. J. Stephenson, Fred 
Blume, James Baylis, John C. Tucker, Logan C. 
Murray, John J. McCook, and William R. Worrall 

During the electioneering which followed, Dr. 
Charles 8. Robinson formally tendered his resig- 
nation from the Thirteenth Street Presbyterian 
Church. Two Commissioners for his charge 
were present and concurred With Dr. Robinson 
in asking for his release. Dr. Robinson said 
that he wanted time to devote to his literary 
work. His release was granted, and the Rev. 
W. D. Buchanan was made Moderator of the 
session, and the Rev.. Dr. J. R. Kerr was ap- 
pointed to declare the pulpit vacant on the first 
sunday in May. 

Dr. Charles L. Thompson then read what was 
called “an overture,” embracing the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the Presbytery of New-York re- 
spectfully overture the General Assembly, to be con- 
vened at Portland, Oregon, to refer the report of the 
Revision Committes back two said committee for fur- 
ther consideration in the hope that a tinal result may 
be obtained which shall be unanimously accepted by 
the Church. 

And the Presbytery would further overture the 
General Assembly that, Spe en oe consideration, 
the overture asking theni whetber the formulation 
of a new creed which shall contain the substance of 
our doctrinal system shall be adapted for use in our 
churohes. 

Dr. Robert R. Booth immediately opposed the 
taking up of this resolution on account of time, 
but moved that it belaid over until the next 
meeting of the Presbytery, on the first Monday 
in May. Dr. Thompson consented to its being 
withdrawn. The Presbytery went into recess 
after taking two students—Henry W. Bampton 
and Joseph K. Freed—under its care. 

The afternoon session began with great ex- 
citement. Many of the ministers had remained, 
holding conferences throughout the recess. The 
Briggs men gredually withdrew to one side of 
the room, while the anti-Briggs men sat on the 
other. William R. Worrall, Col. Elliott F. Shep- 
ard’s secretary, who was one of the Elders nom- 
inated for delegates, appeared suddenly and 
became very much interested in the proceedings. 
The Rev. A. Dunlop King was appointed pas- 
tor ofthe West Fifty-first Street Church at a 
salary of $1,500 per annum. 

There was some argument as to taking names 
off the nominating list proposed -by Dr. Booth, 
but Dr. Briggs was immediately on his feet and 
objected: Just then the first sensation of the 
afternoow took place. Dr. A. P. Atterbury 
arose and said: “‘{ want to knowif this ticket 
is allowed in the Presbytery. A caucus during 
the recess or some time has had a number of 
tickets typewritten, and I protest against these 
being used here.”’ 

Dr. Booth said he had not seen the tickets. 
Dr. Atterbury produced one. He hinted that it 
had been concocted in a newspaper office, and 
he looked very hard at Mr. Worrall. The ticket 
was from a manifold typewriter, and contained 
the following names for delegates: Ministers— 
Rabert F. Sample, John S&S. Ramsay, W. D. Bu- 
chanan, John J. Lampe, George L. Shearer, J. 
C. Sproul, J. C. Bliss, and Charles 8. Robinson: 
Elders—Logan C. Murray, J. C. Tucker, J. J. 
McCook, J. J. Stephenson, W. R. Worrall, and 
James Bayles. 

“I consider the whole matter,” cried Dr. 
Spining, “ashame and disgrace. This isa vile 
electioneering scheme. I move at once that 
none of these tickets be accepted.” 

Dr. Biiss looked puzzled and did not know 
whattosay. The Rev. Mr. Hoadley sprang up 
from his Secretary's seat and said it was dis- 

raceful. Dr. Lam assed his hand over his 

orehead and laug softly. Dr. John Hall 
looked very complacent. 

“Every one,” said Dr. Birch, an anti-Briggs 
man, “ haa a right to typewrite his tickets.” 

“I do not concede that,” cried Mr. Hoadley.

Dr. Sample suggested that some of the min- 
‘isters Were poor penmen, and that that was the 
veason a few tickets had been prepared, prob- 
ably during recess. This remark was concurred 
with by Dr. Robinson, who said it was evident 
it was done for couvenience sake, He was cer- 
tain there had not been a caucus. 

“That is why,” retorted Dr. Spining, “ Dr. 
Robinson's hame, which was withdrawn this 
morning from the list of candidates, appears on 
the ticket.’ 

There was silence after that. Dr. John R. 
Paxton, however, said: * Oh, let them have it. 
Let them print their names. If they get up 
earlier than we do in the morning, all right. We 
ought to have done the saive thing. Tne ticket, 
anyway,is bluer with Scotch Presbyterianism 
than are the blue bells of Scotland.” 

This sally produced a laugh, and the ticket 
was admitted. In the voting, which now went 
on quite seriously, the proceedings were inter- 
rupted once in a while by Dr. Paxton, who 
would ask for instructions in an amusing way. 

At 3:35 o’clock the first result was made 
known. There were 143 votes for the ministe- 
jrial delegates cast with the following elections: 
Bliss, 102; Ramsay, 98; Buchanan, 80; Sam- 
ple, 83; Lampe, 81; Shearer, 77, and Hoadley 
and Elsing, GS each. This made the ministers’ 
ticket so farelected: J. S. Kamsay, W. D. Bu- 
cianan, J. . Bliss, J. J. Lampe, George L. Shear- 
er, and Robert F. Sample. All of these are 
anti-Briggs men. Among the Briggs men Prof. 
Francis brown got 57, Dr. Charles L. Thompson 
59, Dr. George Spining 53, Dr. Sheland 5, and 
Dr. Rossiter 55. 

There being atic between Messrs. Elsing and 
Hoadley, the Presbytery proceeded to vote 
again on these two names. Mr. Elsing had an- 
nounced that he was very anxioua to go to Port- 
‘land on account of family reasons. Both men 
were on the Lbriggs side of the house, and an 
amusing contest occurred between the two fac- 
tions. Mr. Hoadley said that tne anti-Briggs 
party wanted to put a Briggs man in just to 
show that there had been no caucus and that 
the election was not cut and dried. Three Dal- 
lots ensued, each time without a choice. 

It was then that Dr. Paxton made his remark 
about the Presbytery. ‘This Presbytery is the 
atrangest I have ever known,” he cried from 
the rear of the room. “Last Autumn it voted 
to clear Dr. Lbriggs of any suspicion of heresy, 
and now to-day it elects a solid delegation to 
the General Assembly for the purpose of hang- 
ing him.”’ 

There was much applause at this. 

Mr. Hoadley, on the third ballot, resigned. ‘‘I 
refuse,” he said, * to continue in this contest.” 
There were immediately loud cries of ** No, 
Hoadley, you must go, you must continue.” 

“What difference does it make!” cried Dr. 
Paxton. “They havea solid delegation, any- 
how. One man will make no difference.”’ 

“Iflam elected,” said Mr. Hoadley, ‘I shall 
refuse to go. I will not go with this delegation. 
Notbing shall induce me.” 

“If those are the gentleman’s sentiments,” 
said Dr. Booth, “I move that his name be 
stricken off the list, and the contest be between 
Mr. Elsing and the other candidates.” 

A number of the Briggs men came up and pro- 
tested to Mr. Hoadiey, but withuvut avail. He, 
wastirm He would not go. The next ballot 
showed almosta tie between Mr. Elsing and 
Mr. Sproul, an anti-Briggs wan. Dr. Paxton at 
once arose and said: 

‘Gentlemen, let us elect Eleing. He wants to 
go. I assure you he is perfectly harinless. He 
could notdoany harmif he wantedto. He is 
one dissenting — in asolid dglegation. He 
will simply be a looker-on.”’ 

Dr. Robinson was up on his feet in a moment. 
* I protest,” he cried, * against this man talk- 
ing in this way. He has no business to carry on 
election methods in this Presbytery. I move 
that he be reproved for it.”’ 

“ To whom are you speaking?” demanded Dr. 
Paxton, growing very red in the face. “ What 
right have youto speak to me? What right 
have you to correct me or reprove me} You 
should mind your own business. I havea right 
to deliver my sentiments, and I shall deliver 
them as I please, and I shail not stand correct- 
ed by you, aud [ wish you to understand it.” 

Dr. Paxton’s voice grew angrier at each 
phrase. The memjers of the Presbytery looked 
at each other in alarm. Dr. Robinson discreetly 
sat down behind a pillar, and Dr. Paxton, after 
pacing up aud down several times in tue rear 
of the rooui, left the hall and walked up and 
down outside of the church smoking a cigar 
vigorously. 

The result of the election showed: Dr. Elsing, 
56 votes; Mr. Sproul,40. Mr. Elsing was de- 
clared the seventh minister delegate. 

There were 143 votes cast for the Elders, and 
the following.was the result: J. J. McCook, 
$i; J. U. Stephenson, 83; Logan C. Murray, 82; 
William R. Worrall, 82; John C. Tucker, 96; 
Joseph Bayles,63, and Frederick Blume, 55. All 
of these were anti-Briggs men. By the time the 
result was read Drs. Briggs, Paxton, Park- 
hurst, Thompson, Spining, Atterbury, and the 
rest of the Brigzs party had Jeft the room. Dr. 
Briggs looked very much worried, but would 
not talk about the matter. Dr. Hoadley and 
the other members of his party expressed them- 
selves as very much surprised over the result. 

Dr. Booth told Dr. Sample that he thought 
the Presbytery had done a good day’s work. 

“ This,” said he, “‘willstamp out the Briggs 
movement in the Presbyterian Church. I think 
it is a great thing for us.” In which sentiment 
Dr. Sample agreed. 

The alternates chosen were the Rev. Messrs. 
W. C. Stitt, George Nixon, C. P. Mallery, Sidney 
G. Law, J. ©. Nightingale, J. C. Sproul, and 
Wilton Merle Smith, and Elders Frank Kunz- 
man, H. Q. Hawley, Allen Hay, and P. 8. Ely. 

Before closing, Dr. John Hall made a few re 
marks upon the necessity of studying the Short- 
er Westininster Catechism, whioh, he said, con- 
tained more religion and Presbyterian doctrine 
than all of the short creeds projected. 

There will be a mecting this morningin the 
University Presbyterian Church to examine 
candidates to the ministry.

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A DRUMMERS’ TAX CASE,

THE COUNTY 
SUIT. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The United States 
Bupreme Court to-day gave a decision in favor 
of the county in the case of Charles L. Ficklen 
against the taxing district of Shelby County, 
Tenn., brought here on appeal by Ficklen from 
a decision of the State court, 

Ficklen had an office in Tennessee at which he 
took orders for goods. His business was entirely 
with firms outside the State and differed from 
thatof ordinary commercial travelers princi- 
pally in that he did not travel about soliciting 
orders, but had an Office where he exhibited 
samples. A law was passed imposing a license 
tax of $50 on dealers in merchandise and also a 
tax on their capital Where there was no capi- 
tal invested, as was the case with Ficklen, it 
was provided that 242 per cent. tax should be 
paid on all commissions received. 

Ficklen paid the license fee and reported his 
eales during the year 1887, but refused to pay 
the commission tax on the grounti that the busi- 
ness done was entirely for firms outside the 
State and that the act was void as a regulation 
of inter-State commerce. When he applied for 
a Hicense in 1888 it was refused because of non- 
payment of the commission tax, and Fioklen 
sought by injunction proceedings to compel its 
issuance. In an opinion by Chiet Justice Fuller 
the Supreme Court to-day held thatthe Supreme 
Court of Tennessee had properly decided against 
Ficklen.

POOLROOMS RAIDED. , 


FIFTY PERSONS ARRESTED AND BLACK- 
BOARDS AND TALLY SHEETS SEIZED. 


BuFFALo, N. Y., April 11.—“ Salisbury wins, 
Alma T. second, Dixie third,” sang out the 
oporators in five turf exchanges a few minutes 
after 3 P.M. to-day, announcing the result of 
the third race at Guttenberg. The crowds of 
bettors surged to the windows to cash their 
tickets, but just then a number of policemen in 
citizen’s clothes stepped also behind the scenes 
and produced bench warrants for the arrest of 
every man connected with each of the-tive ex- 


changes-—about fifty in all, Pandemonium 
raged in the crowds for about five minutes, and 
there was a wild rush for doors and windows, 
but every exit was qperded by bluecoats, and 
the crowds calmed down when infornied that 
they were not wanted as witnesses this time. 

The raid had been carefully planned, and all 
the poolrooms were “pulled” simultaneously. 
The wen were escorted to the police stations, 
and the patrol wagons conveyed their black- 
boards, the tally sheets, and entire outfits to the 
same destination. Early in the morning the 
cases had been presented by the District At- 
torney to the Grand Jury, then in session, and 
indictments found against all the offenders on 
seven counts. Warrants were sworn out at 
noon, placed in the hands of the police, and at 4 
P. M.a@ half hundred prisoners, headed by Pat 
Lyons, Barney Fossett, D. J. Mahoney, Kd Mc- 
Namara, and Henry C. Howard, faced the 
Judge presiding at Oyer and Terminer. They 
pleaded not guilty, and were released on $1,000 
bail for each of the principals aud $500 each for 
the subordinates. 

The District Attorney’s office believe the in- 
dictments will hold and that some, if not all, 
the gamblers will be convicted. The defendants, 
on the other hand, consider ita joke, and say 
they have beenselling only on commission. They 
dropped the St. Louis races last week, and bave 
run their places very carefully, though open'y, 
for some days past during the present agitation 
started by the press and Common Council de- 
claring that turf exchanges must xo. 





RIVAL LINES YO THE EAST.

THE MALLORYS AND THE METROPOLITAN 
STEAMSHIP COMPANY. 


It was reported yesterday that the Metropoli- 
tan Steamship Company of Boston was very 
much disturbed over the intention of 
the Mallory Line people to put on a line 
of vessels which would encroach upon 
its domain. The Metropolitan Company 
runs what is known as the outside live 
te Boston, with auxiliary vessels plying to 
New-England points. One competitor, the New- 
York, Maine and New-Brunswick Steamship 
Company. was forced to retire from the field 
last year. It was owned by a stock company 
capitalized at $100,000. After the failure 
the ‘vessels were libeled for debt and 
were bought in by the stockhold- 
ers who formed the original _ company. 
They have now, so the report goes, proposed to 
the Mallory Steamship Company to run their 
steamship, the Winthrop, over its old route, the 
Mallory people to recBive a certain percentage 
of the receipts. : 

When this came to the ears of the Metropoli- 
tan Steamsbip people a special meeting of that 
corporation was called. According to the report, 
the result of the conference was a communica- 
tion addressed tothe Mallory firm, threatening 
to run alive of steamships in opposition to the 
Mallory Texas Line should itenter into compe- 
tition with the Metropolitan Company. 

At the Mallory office last eveping the re 
coipt of the communication was denied. 
It was admitted, however, that the Mal- 
lory Line had -entered into oa contract 
to run a steamship over the route now 
traversed by tha Metropolitan vessels. 
The points of call include Bar Harbor, East- 
port, and St. John’s. The first vessel to zo over 
the route will be the Wiutbrop, which will sail 
from Pier 20 East River en May 11. 
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A PROFITABLE FOOD SHOW. 

The New-York Retail Grocers’ Union met at 
213 East Twenty-third Street last night and list- 
ened to areport which showed thatthe net earn- 
ings of the recent Food and Health Exposition, 
held at Lenox Lyeeum, were $12,000.

- Boston, April 11.—At a meeting to-day of the 
Congregational ministers of Boston and vicin- 
ity a resolution was adopted expressing most 
emphatic condemnation of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion act, and requesting the Senators from 
Massachusetts to use every endeavor to law- 
fully prevent its adoption by the United States 
Senate.

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TO STOP OIL PRODUCTION. 





THE STANDARD SAID TO BE WILLING 
TO ENTER SUCH A SCHEME. 


PitrspurG, Aprilll.—A number of the lead- 
ing oil producers of the Southwest are taking 
action looking toa general suspension of the 
drilling operations for a period of six months 
from about May 1. Many of the largest oper- 
ating individuals, firms, and companies, with 
headquarters in this city, have already signed 
the agreement, which isso drawn that it must 
be signed by all producing companies or it is to 
be null and void. The idea meets with general 
favor among the operators, who bind them- 
selves to build no rigs gor start any well drill- 
ing before the 15th of October except under 
specified circumstances. 

Of course, the idea is to curtail production 
and, in the natural course of things, to raise 
prices. Copies of the agreement are being sent 
to all parts of the oil country, but, naturally, its 
provisions, if carried into effect, will apply 
more particularly to that part of the producing 
territory in the southwest, south of theel'own 
of Butler. 

The movement started outside of the Pro- 
duvers’ Protective Association, and is entirely 
independent of it. Itis said by the projectors 
of the echeme that the Standard producing 
companies have signified a perfect willingness 
to sign the agreement and assist in the move- 
ment, provided a sufficient number of the inde- 


-_pendent producers to make it successful shall 


go into in good faith. So far as known there 
have been no refusals to sign the papers, which 
are being industriously circulated.

A NEW CHURCH CONSECRATED. 





INTERESTING EVENT FOR THE WEST 
END PRESBYTERIAN CONGREGATION, 


After an existence of about four years, the 
West End Presbyterian Church Society is pro- 
vided with a handsome church at Amsteréam 
Avenue and One Hundred and Fifth Street. 
The consecration services were held last even- 
ing, and there was ¢ large attenflance. 

After an invocation by the-Rev. John C, Bliss, 
reading of the Scriptures by the Rev. Jesse F. 
Forbes, and prayer by the Rev. R. R. Booth, the 
sermon was preached by the Rey. George Alex- 
ander. This was followed by addresses by the 
Rey. James Chambers and the Rey. James 8. 
Ramsay, and the closing prayer by the Rev. F. 


H. Marling. This evening there will be an in- 
terdenominational meeting, at which addresses 
will be delivered by various pastors of the city. 

The West End Presbyterian Church Society 
was organized Feb. 7, 1888, with a memberehip 
of 69. The society now has on its member- 
ship roll 648 names. The site of the present 
church was bought in January, 1889, and a 
chapel was at firat erected in One Hundred and 
Fifth Streét which cost $40,000. The chapel 
was dedicated Oct. 20,1890. The funds neces- 
sary for the erection of the ehurch proper were | 
soon secured, and the cornerstone was laid 
June 22, 1891. 

The chureh is a handsome and substantial 
structure, built of light-colored brick and terra 
cotta trimmings, with entrances in both Amster- 
dam Avenue and One Hundredand Fifth Street. 
A handsome tower rises from the corner to a 
height of 136 feet. The church auditorium is 
upon the ground tloor and its acoustic proper- 
ties are excellent. Tne woodwork is entirely of 
natural oak, and acomfortable gallery is con- 
structed around three sides of the church. 
There are two memorial windows in the church, 
One window has an allegorical representation, 
of Charity, given by the Ladies’ Aid Society, 
and the other is a gift through one of the church 
Truatees, C. A. Stevens. .The organ is a very 
fine one and cost $4,000. The entire cost of the 
chureh was about $75,000.

THE CITY’S LEGAL BUSINESS. 


SUITS WON, SUITS LOST, AND THE MONEY 
COLLECTED. 


Corporation Counsel William H. Clark has 
completed his report for 1891, and it has been 
senttothe Mayor. The actions and proceedings 
affecting the city pendingon Dec, 31, 1891, 
numbered 3,687; actions and proceedings begun 
during the year 1891 numbered 754, and ac- 
tions and proceedings terminated during 1891 
numbered 1,089. Cases were disposed of as 
follows: Diseéntinued or dismissed on city’s 
motion, 655; abated by death of parties or 
dropped informally, 42; tried and decided in 
favor of the city, 181; city a formal party but 
not interested, 29; compromised or settied, 149; 
tried and decided againat the city, 33. 

Mr. Clark reports that of the 100 appeals ar- 
gued at the General Term and Court of Appeals 
68 were won by the city and 7 are still unde- 
cided. The money collected by Mr. Clark 
amounted to $301,418.88. The money paid out 
of the !udgment fund, exclusive of the sum 
paid to the State for taxes, was $103,076, 78, the 
smallest amount paid in any of the last ten 
years except in 1889, when the amount was 
about $9,000 less. The total appropriation for 
the Law Department for the year was $199,650. 

Opinions asked for by the beads of city de- 
partments were given in 396 cases, and 973 
city contracts were examined. In conclusion, 
Mr. Clark says that the accounting with the 
Manhattan Railway Company has not yet been 
had, “‘but it is confidently expected that the 
city will recover at least $500,000 from tho 
railway company.” ;

EGYPT’ AND THE NILE. 


MR. STODDARD’S DESCRIPTION OF THE 
LAND OF ANTIQUITY AT DALY’S. 


John L, Stoddard delivered the last of his 
lectures in Course A at Daly’s Theatre yester- 
day morning in presence of the brilliant and 
crowded audience to which he is accustomed, 
His subject was ‘‘ Egypt and the Nile,” and the 
collection of photographic views of scenes in the 
oldest and most mysterious of historié countries 
was one of the most interesting he has yet ex- 
hibited.

A visit to Cairo is then made, an 
the mosque, the citadel, the tombs of the Ca- 
liphs, an other points of interest are. shown. 

eliopolis, Memphis, Egypt's oldest city, with 
its ruined statues and sphynxes, are in 
review, and.then a voyage up the Nile is made. 
The plain of Thebes, the vocal Memnon, the 
Temple of Rameses, approached through its 
grand avenue of sphynxes, are described, and 
finally Karnak, containing the grandest ruins 
of Egypt and of the world, is explored. The 
views of the massive ruins of this overthrown 
templeor city aresimply thrilling in the majesty 
of the subject which they illustrate. Back to 
Cairo and to the wonderful pyramids and 
sphinxes the lecturer conducts his hearezs, and 
closes with the exhibition of a series of bright- 
ly-colored copies of world famous paintings, 
portraying incidents in the life of Cleopatra, 
the sorceress of the Nile. 

A few single seats for the lectures of to-day 
and to-morrow can be obtained at the theatre. 
No person will be seated after the lights are 
turned down and the lecture has begun.

GEN. THOMAS WILLIAM SWEENY. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas W. Sweeny of the United 
States Army died at his residence, 126 Frank- 
lyn Street, Astoria, at 11 o’clock on Sunday 
night. 

He had been sick for over two years with 
Bright’s disease, but had been confined to his 
house only three months, On the afternoon of 
March 17 Gen. Sweeney was seized suddenly 
with uremic convulsions. He was alone ina 
room atthe time, and before aid reached him 
fell heavily to the floor. His condition was so 
serious when found that Father P. A. Walsh, 
his pastor, was hastily summoned, and the last 
rites of the Church were administered. The 
General rallied from his illness sufficiently, 
however, to walk about in ten days. 
He then became deeply interested in 
some records of the late war, and 
is thought to have overexerted himself, as he 
was stricken down again with a second attack 
ofthe disease. He rallied again, and it was 
thought the warm weather would carry him 


safely through, buton April 7 he had a third 
attack and became unconscious. On Saturday 
last it became evident to his physician and 
family that he could never recover. The mem- 
bers of his family were summoned to his bed- 
side, dnd remained there Saturday night and 
Danser. Shartly before 11 o'clock on Sunday 
night regained consciousness and recognized 
those about him. His mind was clear and he 
realized that his end was near, as he bade 
everybody good-bye. He died peacefully a few 
moments later. 

Thomas William Sweeny was born in Cork, 
Treland, in 1820. He came to this country in 
his twelfth year and was apprenticed to the 
printing. business. When a young ‘Man he 
joined the Baxter Blues, a military organization 
in this city, and in 1846, at the beginning of the 
war with Mexico, he joined a volunteer corps 
from New-York. He served through the cam- 
paign under Gen. Winfield Scatt, receiving a 
wound at the siege of Churubusco that necessi- 
tated the amputation of his right arm. On his 
return to this city he was given a reception ball 
at Castle Garden by the printers of the city and 
received the brevet of Captain from the Gov- 
ernor of the State and asilver medal from the 
oe. of New-York. 

@ was given bis commission as Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Second United States Infantry, 
and served in California and élsewhere in 
the West until 1861, when he was. pro- 
moted to the rank of Captain. Soon after 
the beginning of the war he was given 
command of the arsenal at 8t. Louis, 
which contained munitions of war sufficient to 
arm and equip 60,000 men, together with forty 
tons of powder. Capt. Sweeny had but 40 re- 
cruits with him, while in St. Louis thera were 
nearly 3,000 hoatile to him. Advances were 
made to him to induce him to surrender the 
arsenal, but his firm reply—thatif an attempt 
were made to capture the arsenal he would blow 
it to atoms—prevented any action of the Con- 
federate sympathizers. 

He war second in command of the Union 
troops at the surrender of the State forces at 
Camp Jackson. He was appointed Brigadier 
General on May 20, 1861. In the campaign 
that followed he was severely wounded at the 
battle of Wilson’s Creek. After acting for some 
time as Assistant Adjutant General under Gen:. 
John O, Frémont, he accepted the command of 
the Fifty-secund Illinois Volunteers, and was 


attached to Gen, Grant's army, taking a prom-’ 


inent part in the capture of Fort Donelson, 
after which he took 6,000 prisoners to Alton, 
Il. He fought at the battle of Shiloh, and it was 
of his defense of the gap that toward the close 
ofthe first day’s battle existed between the 
Tight flank of his brigade and Gen. William T. 
Sherman’s left that Sherman afterward said: 
*Tattach more importance to that event than 
to any of the hundred events which I have since 
heard saved the day.” ; 

On Nov. 29, 1862, he was commissioned Brig- 
adier Generalof Volunteers, and thereafter he 
commatded a division of the Sixteenth Army 
Corps and was engaged in protecting the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railroad. He was promot- 
ed to Major of the Sixteenth Infantry Oct. 20, 
1863, and in the Atlanta campaign commanded 
the Second Division of the Sixteenth Corps in 
the Army of the Tennessee, with which body 
under his command he took possession of the 
Snake Creek Gap twenty-four hours in advance 
of the cavalry and held it in spiteof every effort 
of the enemy. He took part in the battle of 
Resaca, forcing his passage across Ooste- 
naula River at ,Lay’s Ferry, tighting a 
successful battle with Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, which hastened that General's 
retreat southward. Besides participating 
in the battles of Dallas and Kenesaw Mountain, 
his division at the battle before Atlanta on the 
day of July 22,1864, drove the enemy back 
with great slaughter, capturing four battle 
flacs and 900 prisoners. Subsequently he had 
command of the post of Nashville until. July, 
1865, and was mustered out of the volunteer 
service on Aug, 24 of the same year. He par- 
ticipated. in the Fenian invasion of Canada in 
1866, being present at the battle of Limestone 
Ridge. During this period he was out of the 
national service, but was reinstated soon after- 
ward and given a post inthe Southern States. 
The City of Brooklyn presented him with a 
sword for services reudered in the civil war. 
He was retired on May 11, 1870; with the rank 
of Brigadier General. x

JOHN K. PORTER. 

John K. Porter, senior counsel for the people 
in the prosecution of Guiteau for the shooting 
and killing of President Garfield, died yesterday 
at Waterford, N. Y¥. He was born on Jan. 12, 
1819, in Waterford, Saratoga County. His 
father, Dr. Elijah Porter, was a prominent 
physivian of that place and was anxious to have 
his son study medicine. The young man, how- 
ever, manifested a decided disinclination for the 
scalpel, His father finally persuaded him to 
atudy medicine for six months on trial, agree- 
ing that if he did notin that time show talent 
for it he should be permitted to study law. The 
young man studied medicine for six months, 
and atthe end ofthattime his father said to 
him: “John, I don’t know what kind of a 
lawyer you'll make, but you'll make a mighty 

oor physician, so I guess I'll let ie atudy 
aw.’ Accordingly, he studied with N. B. Doe 
and Richard Kimball and was admitted to the 
bar. In 1848 he moved to Albany and became 
a partner of Deodatus Wright, and subsequent- 
ly he became a member of the firm of Hill, Cag- 
ger & Porter of Albany, which was in time one 
of the most noted firms in this State. He was 
subsequently a partner of Samuel Hand of Al- 
bany. He was a delegate from Saratoga County 
to the Constitutional Convention of 1846. 

In 1864 Gov. Fenton appointed him to filla 
yacancy on the Court of Appeals bench. The 
following Fall he was duly elected to the posi- 
tion, his term beginning Jan. 2,1865. Gros- 
yenor P. Lowrey argued several cases before 
him, and he became a great friend of that gen- 
tleman. ip 1868 he left the bench to become 
the head of the firm of Porter, Lowrey, Soren & 
Stone. This firm was for some years the coun-

involved. He was referee in the suit of José 
Navarro against the city for $1,500,000, on ac- 
count of water meters which Mr. Navarro had 
furnished. Judge Porter decided in favor oi 
Mr. Navarro, but his decision was reversed by 
the General Term. Recently, however, it was 
atiirmed by the Court of Appeals. He also 
argued the great Henry Parish will case before 
the Court of Appeals. He achieved great dis- 
tinction by his argument before the Senate com- 
mittee in the Trinity Church case, his defense 
of Horace Greeley when that editor was sued 
for libel by De Witt C. Littlejohn, and his 
defense of Gen. Babcock, Gen. Grant’s: private 
secretary. His last great case was the Guiteau 
trial, in which he, as counsel, conducted the 
prasecution. His devotion to this case wore 
out his energy, and after its conclusion he al- 
most wholly gave up the practice of law. He 
was one of the greatest of the old school of fo- 
rensic orators, and was in his earlier days asso- 
ciated in many cases with Charles O’Conor. 
William A. Beach was one of his ablest and 
most frequent adversaries. Judge Porter was a 
cloge student all bis life, and was considered one 
of the most thoroughly-equipped lawyers in the 
country. 

Judge Porter married twice. His first wife, 
whom‘he married in 1847, was the danghter of 
the Hon, Eli Todd of Waterford. ‘She died in 
1858, leaving one son, William L. Porter, who 
survives his father. Subsequently Judge Porter 
married Harriet B. Tibbetts, a widow. sister of 
John OC. Oramer of Waterford, George H. Cramer 
of Troy, and William Cramer of theEvening 
Wisconsin, Milwaukee. She survives her hus- 
band and has no children. His former residence 
in this city was 196 Fifth Avenue, but he had* 
spent most of his time recently in Washington 
andin Waterford, staying at Schroon Lake in 
the Summer, .

LAST NIGHT’S WORK IN: ALBANY. 


ALBANY, April1l.—The expectation that war 
would break out in the Assembly to-night, in- 
stigated by anti-Hill Democrats in retaliation 
for Gov. Flower's veto of the Cohoes Election 
Inspectors bill, brought to Albany a distin- 
guished gathering of Tammany braves, who 
were governed by adetermination to protect 
their own local legislation, no matter at what 
cost. While the Albany County legislators, who 
felt aggrieved over the confidence operation 
which they declare Gov. Flower practiced upon 
them, were overfiowing with venom and vitu- 
peration, still they subordinated their warlike 
tendencies to peace. J 

The New-York delegation consisted of Rich- 
ard Croker, Police Commissioner James J. Mar- 
tin, Corporation Counsel W. H. Clark, Clerk of 
the Special Sessions John F. Carroll, and Police 
Justice Andrew J. White. Mr. Croker had had 
a busy time of it since Friday, when he went to 
Richfield Springs, On Saturday a number of 
Tammany legislators, who have been carryivg 
& grievance over the brutal manner. in which 
they have been treated by Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, 
visited the Wigwam on Fourteenth Street for 
the purpose of informing the big chief that it 
was time the President of the Senate should be 
suppressed, if for no other purpose than to pro- 
tect the New-York City members. At the 
same time a dispatch was given him 
from one of his lieuteuants, with the in- 
formation that the veto of the Cohoes 
Election Inspectors bill imperiled the passage 
of the Tammany Election Inspectors bill, as the 
principle on which both bills are drawn are the 
samme. Mr. Croker hurried to New-York, arriv- 
ing last night. He was met by a number of his 
district leaders, who reported the exact situa- 
tion of affairs to him. This morning, therefore, 


he started for the capital, and on his arrival re- 
yaired to the Kenmore Hotel, where he was met 
S Senator Mullin, the Kepublican Representa- 
tive from Mr. Flower’s home town, who in- 
formed him that the Governor would receive 
the party. Pie 

Mr. Clark, accompanied by Col. W. L. Brown, 
who had journeyed from New-York with the 
party, was driven to the Executive Mansion. 
Gov. Flower walked down stairs from his office 
on the second floor and met the gentlemen in 
the reception room. The mission of these gen- 
tlemen was simply to notify the Governor that 
the big chief and Mr. Martin would attend him 
in a few minutes. 

Since last Wednesday the Governor has seen 
but few visitors, the colored Cerberus who at- 
tends the door refusing to submit the cards of 
callers to the Governor, or even to Mrs. Flower. 
It was this wart of tact and of ordinary intelli- 
gence that has stimulated the desire of sensa- 
tional newspapers to disseminate rumors that 
the Governor’s condition was more serious than 
ever. As a matter of fact, while the Governor's 
health is far from being restored, and while he 
has lost much fiesh, he has been faithfully peg- 
ging away at his duties every day, free from the 
interruption of callers and office seekers, Dut 
not free from the baneful Hill influence, which 
is exerted over him new more than ever. 

CROKER PROBABLY SATISFIED. 

Croker and Commissioner Martin were with 
Gov. Flower for over an hour, and the inter- 
view must have been satisfactory, for at its 
close Mr. Croker announced that he would re- 
turn to New-York in the morning, and at the 
night session of the Senate, Mr. Plunkitt 
(Dem., New-York,) introduced the Tam- 
many Election Inspectors bill, which pro- 
poses to clip an Inspector from the RKe-. 
publicans in every ei@ction district in the 
City ef New-York. The bill is. now in 
the order of third reading in the Assembly, and 
as but eight working days remain for legislative 
action, the interview with Mr. Flower could 
have ended only in one way—by the Governor's 
promise to sign the billif it ever reaches him. 
As @ matter of fact this is the only measure in 
which Tammany now has any direct or special 
interest, as the excise and reapportionment 
measures aro regarded as State bilis. 

The appearance of the Wagner private car 
Traveler in the Albany station this afternoon 
led to the report that Gov. Flower had at last 
collapsed under bis illness and had been ordered 
away by his physician. Inquiry, however, dis- 
closed the fact that the car was on ita way to 
Watertown for the Governor's daughter and her 
husband and baby, who are coming to Albany 
to, pay her parents a visit. Gov. Flower in- 
formed his callers this evening thatif he felt as 
well to-morrow as he did to-day he would walk 
over to the Capitol, a feat, it is almost unnec- 
essary to say. ho wiil bardly undertake at this 
stage of the session. 


THE ALBANY BASIN BILL. 

The bill introduced inthe Assembly by Mr. 
Hitt (Dem., Albany,) for the filling in ‘of the Al- 
bany Basin was a special order in the Assembly. 
Hitt said that the purpose of the bill was to do 
away with a nuisance of fifteen years’ standing, 


which had been condemned three times by the 
State Board of Health as a menace to the public 
health. He asked that the bill be laid aside, re- 
taining its place, in order that a hearing might 
be given upon it before the Senate Committee. 

Mr. Ward (Rep., Albany,) said that under the 
bill a portion of the canal system would be de- 
stroyed, and he moved that the bill be recom- 
mitted. This was done, much to Mr. Hitt’s sur- 
prise, by an overwhelming vote. 

The Albany Basin contains twenty-odd acres 
of land purchased by the city ata cost of over 
$300,000, and deeded to the State as a portion 
of the Erie Canal, which, under the State Con- 
stitution, must be maintained inviolate forever. 
It would therefore seem thatthe bill is uncon- 
stitutional on its face. If it becomes a law and 
the basin is filled in it is proposed to turn it 
over to the railroads. The Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Business Men’s Association are 
both opposed to the bill. The objegtions to 
its passage are that it would destroy the 
harbor for boats —the only harbor on 
the Hudson north of Rondout; that it 
would force the city to spend large sums of 
money in extending the sewers between certain 
streets into the river, and in the construc- 
tion of an intercepting sewer along the river 
frontin order to protect the city’s water sup- 
ply from contamination, and that it would pre- 
vent Albany from enjoying any of the commer- 
cial advantages é6xpected as a result of the 
constructionof ashipcanal by deepening the up- 
per Hudson, “for without the harbor which the 
present basin affords Albany would be handi- 
capped in endeavoring to handle the commerce 
which would seek this port.”’ 

Citizens say that the bills were introduced 
without the sanction oreven the knowledge of 
the Board of Health or of the Corporation of the 
city. The canal men are joining hands with the 
vyeople of Albany in their efforts to defeat the 
obnoxious measure. The advocates of the bill 
spay that the portion of the basin which it is 
proposed to fillin is a constant menace to the 
public health, and that there has not beena 
canalboat there in a dozen years. 


A BAD MEASURE PROMPTLY KILLED. 
Mr. Stein (Dems New-York,) called up his bill 
entitled “An act to prevent the commission of 
2rime,” which makes any person who induces 
another to commita crime guilty of the same 
crime. Mr. Deyo (Rep., Broome,) said that the 


bill was in the interests of the green-goods men 
and every other class of lawbreakers, for it 
would make impossible the work of the de- 
tective. 

Gen. Husted (Rep., Westchester,) said that it 
was the worst bill that he had heard read from 
the Clerk’s desk in twenty years. The bill was 
fefeated by a vote of 40 to 67. 

The Constitutional Convention bill with the 
Senate amendments appeared to-night in the 
Assembly and was referred tothe Judiciary 
Committee at the suggestion of Gen. Husted, 
who objected to having it considered at once. 

Col. Webster (Dem., New-York,) made a des- 
nerate effort to-night to resurrect the *‘ Greater 

‘ew-York ” bill. He moved that it be taken 
from the table, where it was laid when defeated. 
There was @ shout against the motion and it 
was declared lost. 

Col. Webster has called a special meeting of 
the Cities Committee, of which he is Chairman, 
for 9:30 o’clock to-morrow morning, at which 
the Speedway Repeal bill will be considered. 
Mr. Webster said that it would be reported 
favorably and passed without further delay. 

The Listman (Rep., Onondaga,) bill legalizing 
boycotts, or, rather, repealing the anti-con- 
spiracy law, as it would have had that result, 
‘was defeated by a vote of 57 to 37. 

THE INSURANCE CODE LOBBY. 

No bill has appeared in Albany this year that 
has brought so powerful a lobby as the insur- 
ance code, wnich will come up in the Senate to- 
morrow. Conflicting interests are at work on 
it, the casualty companies on the one hand and 


the endowment and fraternal societies on the 
pther. The Statutory Revision Commission ap- 

ars to have reported a fair bill, but the Assem- 

ly took hold of it, and under the inspiration 
and direction of the lobby effected several 
amendments that have created bavoc and 
aroused the ire and indignation of the Insur- 
ance Department. The floorof the Senate was 
thronged to-night with the paid agents of the 
respective associations, buttonholing Senators 
a wearying them with arguments favorable 
to their interests and detrimental to those of 
their competitors. 

The atifiest fight will be made on the Casualty 
and the Endowment Association clauses, which 
were inserted by the Assembly. The Fidelity 
and Casualty Company of New-York claims 
that the passage of such a Jaw means ruination 
to their Costeess. Its officers claim that the 
wicked section was introduced through the 
machinations of its hated rival, the American 





Casualty Company of Baltimore; but the latter 
company contends that it has no interest, direot 
or indirect, in the bill, and has neither suggest- 
ed nor prompted the amendment. On 
the heela of this the representatives of 
the Fidelity and COasualty es ge as- 
sert that the letter of John W. Taylor 
ofthe American Casualty Company,.as pub- 
lished in to-day’s Times, is disingenuous. It is 
asserted as untrue that the American Casualty 
Company has not been active in its efforts to 
have the code made to its liking. It has been 
represented by a well-known Albany attorney. 
It is a matter of common report that the repre- 
sentatives of the company have employed un- 
usual inducements to control votes. 

Why the code should be something different to- 
day from what it was when it left the hands of 
the Statutory Revision Commission cannot be ex- 
plained by the lobby here. The code as amend- 
ed in the Assembly strikes out the saving clause 
introduced by the commigsion. In other words, 


charter rights are not to be expected if this bill . 


becomes a law. Charter rights have been con- 
sidered inviolable in this State. Objection is 
made to the argument of Mr. Taylor that the 
amendments made in the Assembly are in the 
interest of policy bolders. The contest between 
the endowment and fraternal associations will 
beinteresting. The former aspire to be placed 
on the same legal footing as the fraternal com- 
panies; the latter ho)d that the endowment 
companies should have alaw unto themselves, 
and should not attempt to compromise the fair 
name of the fraternal companies by staudingon 
the same foothold. Thus far the endowment 
companies “ hold the call.” for it was through 
their influence that the Assembly inserted the 
amendments. This is the tirst meaty bone the 
Senate has tussled over this session, and the 
outcome will be watched with interest. 


THE MAYNARD INVESTIGATION. 

It is understood to-night that the Democratic 
members of the Joint Judiciary Committee 
which has been engaged in the up-hill work of 
trying to prove that Judge Maynard was justi- 
fiedin stealing election returns will submit a 


report on Wednesday. Up to date the Repub- 
licans have net decided whether they shall sub- 
mit a minority report or an address to the 
people which Senator Saxton is now reputed to 
be engaged in drawing up. 





AN AMERICAN ROBBED IN LONDON. 


HORSE GUARDSMEN HELD FOR 
TRIAL FOR THE CRIME. 


Lonpon, April 11.—Robert Simpson and Row- 
land Jones, Royal Horse Guardsmen, were re- 
manded in the Bow Street Police Court to-day 
on the charge of stealing rings, bank notes, and 
surgical instruments valued at £80 from Philip 
Small Blair, an American residing in Montagu 
Street. 

According to Mr. Blair's story, he arrived in 
London in September last. Much of his time 
was spent in frequenting taverns along the 
Strand. In one of these taverns he became 
acquainted with Jones, who subsequently intro- 
duced bim to Simpson at the barrack’s canteen. 
Blair found his new acquaintances congenial, 
and they made frequent visits to his chambers. 
On Dec. 11 Simpson made him a short visit, and 
after he had taken his departure Mr.- Blair 
found that the property he complains of losing 
had been taken from his bags. 

Mr. Blair took no action in the matter until 
the beginning of January, when Simpson, in 
company with four guardsmer, was met by 
him. Mr. Blair accused Simpson of stealing the 
rings, butowing to the threats of the guards- 
men he abstained from taking further action 
until last Saturday, wifen detectives were noti- 
fied and Simpson was arrested. Pawn tickets 
for the jewelry were found in his possession. 

The testimany elicited the fact that Mr. Blair 
had offered to purchase Simpson’s discharge 
and take him to America. He had already pur- 
chased one man’s discharge from the army. 
Jones was arrested on the charge of being im- 
plicated in the theft. 


GOVERNORS DISAGREE. 

Boston, April 11.—The Evening News says: 
“The correspondence between Gov. Russell of 
Massachusetts and Gov. Bulkeley of Connecti- 
cut in regard to the requisition for the arrest of 
Preston B. Sibley, who is wanted in Massachu- 
setts for kidnapping William Phillips, bas 
ceased, Gov. Bulkeley positively refusing to 
honor the requisition. 

* Gov. Russell has not as yet complied with the 
request of Gov. Bulkeley asking that the indict- 
ment bo quashed, nor does he intend to. He 
states emphatically that Jailer Sibley is guilty 
of offending the dignity of this Commonwealth, 
and, like all other offenders, should be punished. 
Ofticers throughout the State have been in- 
formed of the condition of affairs and ordered 
to arrest Mr, Sibley if he steps across the line of 
Connecticut into Massachusetts. 

“Meanwhile,Mr. Phillips lies incarcerated ina 
Connecticut jail waiting for his term of impris- 
onment to expire. Besides the sentence he re- 
ceived for drunkenness, another one wae given 
him, which Jailer Sibley claimed was to pay for 
the costs of his arrest. Now a civil suit has 
been brought by the prisoner’s father to recover 
damages sustained by his son’s arrest and im- 
prisonment.”’ 


NO FURTHER TROUBLE FROM GARZA. 
SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 11.—United States 
Marshal Paul Fricke to-day received word from 
Deputy Marshals in Webb, Zaputa, Starr, Cam- 
eron, Duval, and Hidalgo Counties, and in every 
instance they stated that there is no truth in 
the reports that Catarino Garza, the Mexican 
revolutionary leader, is again recruiting and 
gathering his scattered forces on the lower Rio 
Grande frontier, which has been thoroughly 
scouted over by the deputies. There are no 1n- 
dications of any further trouble, and quiet has 
been completely restored all along the border.

It has been known for some time that persons in 
harmony with the Vanierbilt interests have been 
heavy buyers of Delawareand Hudson{jstook, but 
there have been emphatic disclaimers that there 
was any desire or intention on the part of the Van- 
derbilts to get control of the property. There seems 
to be no doubt, however, that the New-York Cen- 
tral people are not averse to having an infiuen tial 
representation in the Delaware and Hudson Board 
of Directors, and no railroad man will be surprised 
if the three gentlemen named are among the Di- 
rectors chosen next month, 

Such a step would be inline with the proposed al- 
liance between the New-York Central, the Delaware 
and Hudson, and the Erie, of which mention was 
made in THE TIMES of Sunday. The presence of the 
Messrs. Vanderbilt and Depew in the Delaware and 
Hudson management would certainly preciude any 
friction between the two important railroad interests 


in the northern part of this State. It.would also put 
a sudden sto p to the periodical reports that the Dela- 
ware and Hudson contemplated building extensions 
or loops into New- York Central territory. 

Mr. Robert M. Olyphant, President of the Dela- 
ware and’ Hudson Canal Company, said yesterday 
that he understood 1t was trae that the Messrs. Van- 
derbilt, Depew, and Twombly held some of the com- 
pany’s stock.

A LARGE QUANTITY OF SECURITIES 
TURNED OVER TO THE COMMITTEE. 


Nearly $10,000,000 of Richmond Terminal securi- 
ties were deposited with the Céntral Trust Com* 
pany yesterday in approval of the Olcott reorg aniza- 
tion plan.

The Richmond Terminal Company owns the follow- 
ing East Tennessee securities: $8,783,200 first pre- 
ferred stock, $6,536,000 second preferred stock, and 
$5,800,000 common stock. 

There was a longline of security depositors at the 
office of the Central Trust Company all day yester- 
day. and Secretary George S. Ellis expressed un- 
gualified confidence in the ultimate success of the re- 
organization plan.

UNION PACIFIC ECONOMIES. 
ORDERS ISSUED TO CUT DOWN THE 


FORCE IN THE SHOPS. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 11.—Ordera were issned to-day 
to discharge a large number of shop men aléng the 
Union Pacific system. When Superintendent Mo- 
Connell was appointed a year ago last Febru- 
ary 6,500 men were employed in the shops 
of the system. Business has grown and with 
it’ has come a gradual increase in the force, until last 
month there were 7,100 men at work, while at the 
Omaha shops the number of employes increased 
from 1,100 in February, 1891, to 1,335. 

Now the order has gove out to lay off men tem- 
porarily until business picks up. On the Nebraska 
Division, the’ largest in the system, out cf 1,700 
men 665 are laid off, about 45 of them being from the 
Omaha shops. There is a great deal of grain to ship 


in the country a:ong the branch roads. In other 
branches reductions are to be made. 

At Union Pacific headquarters it is argued that 
there is little fear of a revolution in the management 
at the annual meetiny. Some argue that the Union

EFFORTS OF ST. LOUIS TO SECURE 
RAILWAY TERMINI. . 


ST. Louis, Mo., April 11—The shippers of St. 
Louis have taken a decided stand in reference to rail- 
way terminals of Eastern roads. It has been de- 
termined that hereafter the roads which will receive 
the greatest patronage from the merchants of this 
city will be those which establish their terminals on 
this side of the river. There has been a great deat of 
feeling on this subject for some time and to-day the 
agitation took definite form in a paper in which the 
signers pledged themselves to discriminate in favor 
of the roads beta 9 aay their stations on this side. 

The movement of the Eastern railway lines that 
have hitherto had théir termini in.Kast St. Louis to 
this side of the river has lately been most marked. 
The first to transfer its terminus and warehouses to 
the St. Lonis side was the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. This was followed by the Jacksonville and 
Sontheastern. Next came the Vandalia, and next 
the Clever Leaf, while the Louisville and Nashville 
will transfer its headquarters to St. Louis as soon as 
its freight house is completed. These transfers 
leave but eight lines terminating on the east side of 
the river, and the prospects are that all of them will 
soon transfer their termini to the west shore of the 
ae The Merchants’ Bridge Company, a 
rival of the Gould Company, ia behind the move- 
ment.

UNLAWFUL RATES. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The Inter-State Commerce 
Commission to-day, in an opinion by Commissioner 
MoDill, announced its decision in the cases of the 
Toledo Produce Exchange, &c., and Edward Kemble 
of Boston against the Lake Shore, Michigan Central, 
New-York Central, and Boston and Albany Railroad 
in favor ofthe complainants. The question involved 
the through rates to Boston as affected by the ar- 
bitrary differentials over through rates to New- 
York of 10. cents on first-class artioles, 6 cents on 
second-class articles, ana 5 cents on the other classes 
of freight. 

The commission aecides that the arbitrary differ- 
entials now charged are unlawful, and should here- 
after be made by adding a percentage to the New- 
York rate of shipments included dn the six classes of 
fretght trom onan and points east thereof and 
west of Buffalo to Boston and other New-England 
points, and that the defendants and other carriers in- 
terested be allowed twenty days to show cause by 
answer why order should not issue commanding 
them to desist from a said arbitrary differen. 
tials, and requiring said rates to Boston and New- 
England points to be made by adding to the New- 
York rate an increase of 10 per cent. thereof. and if 
no such answers be filed that such order be issned 
forthwith.

CHICAGO, April 11.—The statements of east-bound 
shipments for last week show a slight falling off as- 
compared with those of the preceding week.

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The Weather Bureau report indicates for 
to-day, in this city, fair weather. 





Three important measures passed by the 
Legislature have finally become laws. One 
of these is the Connelly Building act, which 
establishes an independent Building De- 
partment under a Superintendent appoint- 
ed by the Mayor, in place of the present 
bureau in the Fire Department, and revises 
the entire law regulating the construction 
of buildings in this city. Another is the 
Street-Cleaning bill, which was prepared 
In accordance with the recommendations 
of the advisory committee appointed by 
Mayor GRANT. No excuse will now be left 
for a failure to clean the streets of the city 
and keep them clean. The new law pro- 
vides for an admirable system, includ- 
ing the plan of appointing laborers 
from a list upon which all applicants 
are registered on furnishing a certificate of 
character and passing a physical examina- 
tion. Another of the new statutes author- 
izes this city to pay an additional $50,000 
a year to the American Museum of Natural 
History on condition that it is kept open to 
the public free of charge on Sunday after- 
noons and two evenings during the week. 
It is to be hoped that this condition will be 
promptly accepted, as it will greatly in- 
crease the usefulness of the interesting and 
instructive collectionsin the museum. The 
bill has also become a law which extends 
the life of the Board of Electrical Control 
another year from Nov. 1. It surely ought 
to getits work completed by that time. 














Senator Vest of Missouri declares that 
‘while he and the people of his State are in 
favor of the free coinage of silver they are 
also for subordinating that issue in the 
coming national canvass and nominating 
“CLEVELAND for President. The free-coin- 
‘age issue, Senator VuEsT says, should not 
be made “‘the prominent one in the cam- 
‘paign.” It should not be in the cam- 
paign at all with any Democratic dec- 
laration favorable to the free coinage 
of silver at the present ratio. A free- 
coinage declaration in any form or 
guise would be a fatal weakness in the 
Democratic platform and would make Mr. 
‘CLEVELAND’s candidacy impossible; and if 
it should be there nothing could prevent 
‘the issue from being made prominent and 





being ruinous to the Democratic Party. 


That delusion must be abandoned alto- 
gether as a factor ig the national canvass 
or the Democrats might as well give up 
hope from the start. Mr. Vest says that 
New-York’s vote is necessary to the success 
of the party. It can be had with CLEevr- 
LAND, tariff reform, and honest money, but 
with free-silver coinage in the background 
it cannot be hoped for. 








The death of Judge Jonn K, PorRTER reo- 
moves from the bar of New-York almost 
the last of a famous and remarkable school 
of lawyers. Unlike many of the more 
prominentin the profession of to-day, Judge 
PORTER was not a specialist, but a la- 
borious, keen, strongly-equipped man in 
nearly é@very brarrch of the law. He was 
not less successful before the courts than 
before a jury; he was a formidable cross- 
examiner and a trustworthy counselor. 
The two cases with which his name is 
most generally associated in the popular 
mind are the ‘“‘ Beecher trial,” as the suit 
of TILTON vs. BEECHER is commonly 
known, and the trial of Gurrreav for the 
assassination of President GARFIELD, and 
in these—though he was successful in the 
one and not in the other—he showed the 
wide range of his wonderful powers. Of 
the noted group of Porter, O’CONOR, 
Beacu, and Evartsthe lfast-named is now 
the sole survivor. 





The fight between the Foraker and Sher- 
man factions of the Republican Party in 
Ohio, so far from being settled by the re- 
sult of the Senatorial election, has been in- 
creasing in bitterness ever since, and is 
now regarded as threatening the party 
with almost certain defeat in the State 
election of this year. ‘The two factions are 
very evenly matched, not only in numbers, 
but in the energy, skill, aud, we are bound 
to say, in the unscrupulousness of their 
leaders. There fs no comparison between 
the ex-Governor and the Senator in point 
of ability or personal fitness for the 
higher walks of public life; but it is 
a peculiar commentary on the politics 
of Ohio that both resort to much 
the same methods in the prosecution of 
Up 
to the present time the chief weapon of 
each has been patronage, FORAKER having 
apparently the greater influence in the 


their respective ends in State politics.

is not likely that the fight will seriously 
affect the Presidential question, but it is at 
once pitiful and shameful that a statesman 
ot Mr. SHERMAN’s capacity and eminent 
service should, in the closing days of an 
illustrious career, feel himself forced to 
carry on a struggle of this sort with a man 
like FORAKER, 





If the State paper published by the Bom- 
bay Gazette has really been issued by the 
Ameer of Afghanistan, it shows a remark- 
able degree of success in the handling by 
the British diplomats of that very impor- 
tant and hitherto very slippery ruler. The 
paper is nothing less than an unreserved 
declaration of intimate alliance with Eng- 
land against Russia. It alleges that Rus- 
sia only wants Afghanistan asa high road 
to India, and would place the Afghans in 
the van of her army as a special target for 
English cannon and rifles, This is cer- 
tainly the English view of the pur- 
pose of Russia, ‘ though it 
generally been expressed so baldly, and it 
is very probably the correct view, but the 
Ameer has hitherto felt great hesitation in 
avowingit. Possibly the English have im- 
pressed him with the misfortunes and in- 
ternal weakness of Russia, as well as with 
the danger that threatens her on the other 
side of her vast domain, and persuaded 
him that this is asafe time to declare his 
independence. But the Ameer is far from 
an absolute ruler, and if the ‘“‘noble chiefs 
of Afghanistan” take a different view of 
the situation his friendship might prove a 
deceptive reliance for the English.

THE TAMMANY INSPECTORS BILL. 
The great merit of the election laws of 
this State is that they are calculated to 
make the control of elections entirely non- 
partisan. They not only accomplish that 
result when enforced according to their 
plain intent, but they remove all ground of 
suspicion of party advantage in the con- 
trol of the election machinery. This is 
especially the case with the laws applying 
to this city, where in former times there 
were gross abuses which it was the purpose 
of these laws toremedy. One of their most 
important provisions is that which requires 
the appointment by the Police Board of 
four Inspectors of Election for each dis- 
trict, to be equally divided between the 
two political parties. While there is no di- 
rect provision of law requiring the Police 
Board itself to be made up of persons 
of different political faith, it is* clearly 
intended that it should be so made up. 
Until Mayor Grant teok office it was the 
custom to make appointments so that two 
of the four Commissioners should be Demo- 
crats and two Republicans. The section of 
the Consolidation act which provides for 
the appointment of Election Inspectors de- 
clares that the two “appointed to represent 
the party in political minority on State 
issues” shall be ‘‘named solely by such 
Commissioner or such Commissioners of 
Police in said board as are the representa- 
tives of such political minority.” This 
plainly implies. that at all times at least 
one of the Police Commissioners shall rep- 
resent the political minority in thé city. 

A billis pending in the Assembly, intro- 
duced by Mr. FarquHar, which proposes 
to make a radical change in this section of 
the Consolidation act. It provides that 
the Board of Police shall appoint for each 
election district ‘as Inspectors of Election 
three persons, two of whom shall belong 
to and represent the political party which 
shall at the last preceding general election 
for State officers have cast the greatest 
number of votes in the City of New-York, 
and the third shall belong to and represent 
the political party which shall at such 
election have cast the next greatest num- 
ber of votes for said officersin said city.” 
This would destroy the even balance of par- 
ties in the board of election officers, andeven 
if itdid not give ‘the control of elections 
to one party. it would furnish ground for 





suspicion and for charges of unfairness in 
the decision of disputed questions. It is 
certainly not in the interest of the main- 
tenance of non-partisanship and impartial- 
ity in the conduct of elections. Such a 
change in the law would be most un- 
wise. It is to be noted that the pro- 
vision of the present Jaw that requires 
the naming of Inspectors for the mi- 
nority party by its representative or 
representatives in the Police Board is 
wholly omitted. Thisis evidently intend- 
ed to open the way for such a constitution 
of the Police Board as shall leave no repre- 
sentative of the minority party in it at all, 
and to force that party to accept such In- 
spectors of Election as a Democratic board 
may approve. 

There is another very significant change 
proposed in the law. The bill provides 
for the filing of lists of persons by the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the General Committee of each party, 
from which the appointments are to be, 
made. Butif either party is divided into 
two or more factions and lists are filed in 
behalf of more than one such faction, “ ap- 
poiutments shall be made for the party so 
divided from the list filed in behalf of the 
faction which at the last preceding general 
election shall have cast the largest number 
of votes.” The purpose of thisis plain. It 
is intended to give to Tammany by ab- 
solute legal requirement all the Democratic 
Inspectors of Election and to prevent any 
rival Democratic organization from havin 
any representative on the boards of elec- 
tion ofticers, at least until it shall in spite 
of Tammany’s control of the election ma- 
chinery have outvoted it at a general 
election. 

Moreover, the present law provides for an 
additional Inspector of Election in each 
district for any third party or organization 
which shall at the preceding “ municipal 
election” have cast ‘‘for its candidate for 
any office as many as fifty thousand votes 
or upward,” these additional Inspectors 
to be named by such Police Commissioner 
or Commissioners as the Chairman and 
Secretary of the organization to be repre- 
sented shall designate. This provision is 
also omitted in the Farquhar amendment 
of Section 1,850 of the Consolidation act. + 
The purpose is, of course, to prevent any 
Democratic organization weaker than Tam- 
many or any independent organization in 
municipal politics from obtaining a repre- 
sentation on the Boards of Election In- 
spectors, however large a vote the inde- 
pendent organization may cast. The plain 
intent of this bill, then, is to give T'am- 
many, which is always in a minority 
in the city, a majority of two to one 
of the Election Inspectors and enable 
it to gain whatever advantage this may af- 
ford, and to prevent any rival Democratic 
faction or Any independent organization 
from having any voice or influence in the 
receiving and counting of votes and the re- 
turn of the results on election day. It is not 
simply a grossly partisan measure, intended 
tooverthrow one of the principal safeguards 
of fairness in the conduct of elections, but 
it is contrived in the interest of a local fac- 
tion whose chief distinction is a lack of 
scruple as tothe means by which its ends 
are reached. Its passage would be an out- 
rage, not only upon the minority party in’ 
this city, but upon all the people who de- 
sire to se® elections fairly and honestly 
conducted and an equal] chance given to all 
organizations of citizens to express their 
will. 


THE PUBLIC (?) SERVICE, 

A story is given to the public through 
the Washington correspondence of the 
Brooklyn Eagle that throws a good deal of 
light on the feeling of the present Admin- 
istration toward the civil service, though 
the correspondent does not seem to have 
had any other purpose than to give the 
latest and fullest news with reference to 
local politics. The dispatch relates chiefly 
to Capt. GEoRGE J. COLLINS, who is at pres- 
ent the Postmaster of Brooklyn, appointed 
by Mr. Harrison, after Col. Barrp had de- 
clined that desirable office, and after Mr. 
HARRISON had made up his mind not to re- 
tain Mr. HENDRIX, though that gentleman 
had been by far the most skillful and effi- 
cient Postmaster the city had ever had. 
Capt. COLLINS, we may remark, is far above 
the average of Mr. HARRISON’s appointees 
in character and capacity, and has made a 
very good officer, administering his busi- 
ness with fidelity and aé little regard to the 
demands of the politicians as he deemed 
possible. He was passing through Wash 
ington on his way to Fort Monroe for 
a week’s vacation and was interviewed. 
He told the reporter that he was literally 
running away from the Brooklyn Repub- 
lican politicians, who are just now engaged . 
in a bitter fight for the control of the dele- 
gation to Minneapolis. The fight is be- 
tween Tom PLarr and Ernst NATHAN, 
Internal Revenue Collector, on the one 
side and Naval Officer WiLuis, backed by 
Secretaries Tracy and ELkKINs, on the 
other. The former pretend to be favorable 
to HARRISON; the latter undoubtedly are 
80. 








Capt. CoLLins declared that he was worn 
out, and could hardly go through another 
week like the past, so that he had been 
obliged to ask a week’s leave to escape the 
“onslaught.” “I have been,” he says, 
“threatened, browbeaten, and persecufed 
simply because I refused for some time to 
take action with either faction and desired 
to preserve harmony among my fellow-Re- 
publicans of Brooklyn.” Capt. COLLINS, we 
take it, must be a man of very considerable 
consequence in Brooklyn politics, but he 
would hardly have been subjected to such 
strenuous treatment if he had had only his 
own vote to give at the primaries, oreven, 
we fear,for the influence his personal exam- 
ple might exert. The correspondent ex- 
plains why Capt. CoLurns’s decision is a 
matter of such moment to the leaders 
of the contending factions. He gives a 
statement of the “patronage” that the 
Postmaster, now moved into a new build- 
ing, has to dispose of. It is as follows: 
One assistant custodian, one engineer, one 
assistant engineer, four watchmen, one 
janitor, one assistant janitor, eight labor- 
ers, six firemen, and, finally, twelve char- 
women. Here are thirty-five places in ull. 
Capt. CoLLins having decided to take sides 





with the Willis faction, it is assumed that 
these places will be given where they will 

ure the most votes at the primaries for 
xo faction, and thus promote the nomina- 
tion to the Chief Magistracy of the great- 
est Republic of the world of Mr. BENJAMIN 
HARRISON, 

Capt. CoLuins frankly assigns his rea- 
sons. “Iam,” he says, ‘first a Harrison 
man.” ‘“ Tamalso an admirer and adherent 
of BENJAMIN F. Tracy, Secretary of the 
Navy.” If Capt. Cortins, Republican 
voter of Kings County, really believes that 
the Willis crowd is nearer right than the 
Nathan crowd he has a elear right to vote 
withit and to do all he can to induce his 
fellow-Republicans to do the same. But 
Capt. CoLiins, Postmaster, has no right to 
let his views of the factional fight in Brook- 
lyn influence his choice of men or women 
to care for the new Post Office, and least of 
all has-he a right tu use such appointments 
either to help or to hinder the renomination 
of President HARRISON. These offices are 
publie offices, They aré maintained by the 
public money fer the publie use. This 
money is paid by all citizens, Democrats as 
well as Republicans, and the use for which 
the places are provided is a public use. 
These are simple and rudimentary facts 
as to the publte service which Capt. CoL- 
LINS and every other man who holds a Fed- 
eral commission ought to understand. 
Moreover, Mr. HARRISON himself has said 
so. Here is his own statement of his views 
and wishes: “I am an advocate of civil 
service reform. My brief experience at 
Washington has led me to utter the wish, 
with an emphasis I do not often use, that 
I might be forever relieved of any connec- 
tion with the distribution of public patron- 
age. Icovet for myself the free and un- 
purchased support of my fellow-citizens.” 
Capt. CoLitins’s case makes it look as if 
Mr. HARRISON despaired of obtaining what 
he says he covets. 











THE ALIEN PREACHER. 

The Rey. E. WALPOLE WARREN, the rec- 
tor of the Church of the Holy Trinity, is 
quoted by the World as having said: “I 
have refrained from taking out papers as a 
citizen of New-York because the city is so 
wicked and corrupt that I would not wish 
to be identified with it even as a voter.” 

This is a most astounding declaration for 
any man to make, and perhaps it is more 
astounding for a clergyman than for a man 
of any other profession. It cannot be that 
Mr. WARREN supposes that the city would 
be more wicked and corrupt if he obtained 
and exercised the right of suffrage. It 
must be that he supposes that one vote 
would be of little avail against so much 
wickedness and corruption. If every oppo- 
nent of wickedness and corruption should 
take that view what would be the state 
of the city? . 

Aman who comeshere avowedly and mere- 
ly to make a living, and remains an alien, 
does not occupy a particularly admirable 
attitude. But what should be said of a 
clergyman who accepts a pastorate, pre- 
sumably for the purpose of doing good, and 
then refuses to cast in his lot with his 
people, and holds himself aloof from their 
efforts as good citizens to better the évil 
about them ? 

Mr. WARREN has been conspicuous 
mainly by reason of an effort that was 
made to enforce against him the ‘contract 
labor law.” The effort failed, but if the 
purpose of the law had been to exclude 
clergymen who came to this country merely 
to make their livings by the practice of 
their profession, while remaining aliens 
and refusing to identify themselves with 
the country, we are not prepared to say 
that the purpose would haye been blame- 
worthy. If Mr. WARREN had been excluded, 
upon the ground that he himself has now 
furnished, we are quite sure that the Re- 
public would have taken no detriment by 
his exclusion.

TAUMANY AND THE SPEEDWAY. 


Mr. Paut Dana has done a judicious 
thing in addressing his attempted vindica- 
tion of the Park Commissioners directly to 
his fellow-citizens by means of a letter ad- 
dressed to the Chairman of. a committee of 
the Legislature, instead of through the 
medium of a hearing before that com- 
mittee. If it were successful the vin- 
dication would vindicate Mr. DANA alone, 
for in most of his remarks he does not 
pretend to speak for his associates, and 
where he does assume to speak for them he 
raises a serious question as to his authority. 
He says that ‘‘the speedway was first the 
subject of consideration by the board after 
it hud been decreed by law.” When the 
storm of indignation against the law 
arose, Gov. FLowreR declared that he 
had signed the law because the Park 
Commissioners had urged-him to sign 
it, and that he would sign the re- 
peal only if«they urged him to sign that. 
Up tv the appearance of Mr. Dana’s letter 
there has been no contradiction of the 
Governor’s assertion. It was inadequate 
as a defense, because the Governor is a 
New-Yorker and ought to have known of 
his own knowledge, and without asking 
any body, what an outrage the construction 
of the speedway would have been. Never- 
theless, it is evidence that Mr. Dana 
speaks for himself and not for his. associ- 
ates, and that, though it is doubtless true 
that the project had not been considered’ 
“by the board,” it had been considered 
and approved by individual Commission- 
ers, who, by reason of their expressed ap- 
proval of such a scheme, showed them- 
selves unfit to be Park Commissioners at 
all. 

As for Mr. Dana himself, it is vaguely as- 
serted that he had opposed the project from 
the first. The grievance that the people of 
the city have against him is that, in spite 
of his opposition, he voted to execute it 
and to ‘‘rush” the execution of it, and that 
he so voted before the board had an official 
copy of the bill, or even official knowledge 
that it had been enacted. He does not ef- 
fect, and it can scarcely be said that he at- 
tempts, a vindication of himself from this 
charge. All that he says on this point is 
that “ the resolution asking the Board of 
Estimate for funds * * * was passed 
under the understanding that the law was 
mandatory,” An opinion to that effect 
waa. indeed. procured from the Corpora- 
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tion Counsel's office, from which fountain 
of justice another opinion to the contrary 
was procured within a few days and 
after the public opposition to the law 
had been made manifest. If Mr. DANA 
had refused to vote against hig personal 
convictions, and had waited for an actual 
mandate, the mandate would not have 
come, and he would have occupied a far 
better position with his fellow-citizens than 
he does now, and vindicated his fitness to 
bea Park Commissioner more effectually 
whan he could do it by any quantity of 


letter writing, as doubtless he is himself_ 


aware more keenly than anybody else can 
be. But it must in fairness be acknowl- 
edged that he has done all that was pos- 
sible to repair his error by moving to re- 
scind the resolution calling upon the Board 
of Estimate for money to spoil the Park, 
by moving the resolution asking for the re- 
peal of the law, and by supporting this res- 
olution with the letter he has addressed to 
the committee which has the bill for repeal 
in charge. : > 

‘Meanwhile, we have just had a curious 
piece of evidence that the speedway law, 
if it remains upon the statute book, will be 
not merely a dead letter, but an active 
menace against the Park, and that thé 
men who had it smuggled through the 
Legislature have not abandoned the hope 
of getting it executed. This evidence is 
furnished by the advertisement in yester- 
day’s papers, headed ‘Facts about the 
Central Park driveway” and signed ‘‘ By 
order of committee.” The only gratifying 
thing about it is the proof its anonymity 
gives that no one of its authors had the 


.impudence to put his name to it and to 


make himself responsible for its state- 
ments. The “facts” are fourin number, 
and they must be intended for effect 
on rural legislators, for there is no New- 
Yorker who does not know every one 
of them to be a bald untruth or a false 
pretense. The first isthat the driveway 
is not meant to be a “race track.” This is 
technically true, but essentially false, 
since everybody knows that what its 
projectors want isaplace where trotting 
horses can be speeded. The second is that 
‘competent landscape architects have tes- 
tified that the picturesque beauty of the 
Park would be enhanced by its construc- 
tion,” whereas no competent landscape 
architect has been found, or can be 
found, to stultify himself. by such an 
assertion. The third is that “the ob- 
ject of the drive is to make travel 
safer,” whereas a drive along. the 
western wall can relieve only the West 
Drive, and the West Drive is never crowd- 
ed. The fourth is that ‘testimony is all 
but unanimous that the value of real estate 
on the west side of the Park would be in- 
creased by the constyuction vf the proposed 
driveway,” and this is’the most wonderful 
statement of all, since the population of the 
west side has shown more excitement and 
indignation against the scheme than eyen 
that of any other part of the city. 

It is no wonder that the author of this 
pack of lies did not venture to put his 
name toit. It would give him a very un- 
desirable reputation to do so, But the 
thing shows that the authors of the raid 
on the Park have not owned their defeat 
nor retired before the disgust of their fel- 
low-citizens. They mean to keep the law 
on the statute book and to bide their time 
to put it into execution. Whatever their 
plan may be, it can beetfectually frustrated 
by the repeal of the law, and by that alone. 
Tammany Hall controls the Legislature and 
the City Government. Tammany is re- 
sponsible for the law, and, Tammany must 
be held responsible for the repeal. Whoever 
supposed that the uprising of the people 
last month would put an end to the scheme 
of the spoilers, once and for all, must now 
own that he was deceived. The Park is 
not safe while the law is unrepealed, and 
the 200,000 people who were represented 
at thé indignation meeting in Cooper Union 
must be ready, if the law is not repealed, to 
show that they know the reason why. . 


THE BAIT QUARREL AGAIN, 

Prolonged and sometimes perilous as 
have been the controversies of our country 
with Great Britain over the codfish of the 
Atlante coast and the fur seal of Bering 
Sea, they have hardly exceeded in acri- 
mony the one now going on about herring 
and caplin between the Dominion and New- 
foundland. There is notalk of war and 
war shipsin this dispute, but the resort to 
retaliation, which has been only asuggestion 
in our own fishery quarrels, is a very lively 
actuality among our friends at the North. 
Canada has revived customs duties against 
Newfoundland fish, which up to last year 
were admitted free, in reprisal for the dis- 
crimination of the St. John’s Government 
against her people in the sale of bait, The 
islanders, however, do not yield. Their 
Assembly has just rejected a proposition to 
enter into a modus vivendi with Canada, 
and the Government has reissued the old 
instructions under the baif law, while a 
pending revenue billis said to propose du- 
ties on Oanadian products so heavy as to 
be prohibitory, whereas the tariff for 
United States products of the same sort is 
to be very much less. What the rejoinder 
of Canada would be to these new acts of 
discrimination it is hard to say. Some of 
the Ottawa people talk of excluding New- 
foundland fishermen from the inshore wa- 
ters of the Dominion, where they took 
100,000 quintals of fish last year. They 
suggest also that they could put out every 
important light on the western shore of 
the island, since they are all maintained 
by Canada. It happens, however, that 
many of the west shore people are against 
their own Government in this dispute, and 
have even petitioned to have their part of 
Newfoundland annexed to the Dominion, 
with whose interests their own are allied. 

Qur country was unwittingly the cause 
of the original falling out of our Northern 
neighbors and is now the cause of their in- 
ability to come together. When a few 
years ago they combined to exclude the 
New-Englanders from sundry port privi- 
leges, no one dreamed that they would so 
soon be at loggerheads and that Newfound- 
land would put ouf fishermen on a footing 
with her own inthe purchase of bait while 
excluding her Dominion fellow-colonists, 
Yet this is what occurred last year and ia 
to occuragain. Their quarrel arose from 





Canada’s interference a year ago with 
the negotiations for a reciprocity treaty 
which Newfoundland had begun at Wash- 
ington. Canada’s objection was that that 
treaty discriminated against her, and she 
protested against Newfoundland being al- 
lowed to initiate any separate fishery and 
trade negotiations with the United States. 
It is easy to understand how this reason- 
ing appealed to the Imperial Government, 
and yet the resentment with which it was 
received’ at St. John’s is also intelligible. 
There the prospect of securing direct trade 
relations with the. United States, without 
being obliged to consult the interests of 
their mainland neighbor, had been exceed- 
ingly pleasant. It had. given them an 
agreeable sense of independence in con- 
ducting their affairs, and the negotiations 
of . Mr. Bonn, the Colonial Secretary, with 
our Department of State had been assented 


to, as they understood, by Lord KnutTs- } 


FORD. It js not difficult,+ therefore, to 
imagine the chagrin and anger with which 
a dispatch from Lord KNUTSFORD to 
Sir JouN O’BRIEN, refusing to sanc- 
tion the Bond-Blaine treaty, had been re- 
ceived. It came just after the imperial 
modus vivendi with France on the lobster 
question had excited the Newfoundlanders 
with the idea that their interests,were sac- 
rificed to the exigencies of European poli- 
tics. Now they had a fresh grievance in 
finding those interests made subservient 
to Canadian politics. A small colony, 
anxious to preserve its separate existence 
and fearful of being dragooned into join- 
ing the Dominion, might well be aroused 
by what it considered persistent encroach- 
thents on its rights. 

The impetuous response of Newfoundland 
was a voluntary admission of our fisher- 
men to those bait privileges which they 
would have enjoyed had the Bond-Blaine 
treaty been ratified, while the Canadians 
were excluded, as during the year. before. 
Thus she showed the good faith with 
which she had entered into the negotia- 
tions, and at the same time punished Can- 
ada for checking them, It has been said 
that the Bond-Blaine treaty, in any case 
would have to be much modified béfore be- 
ing acceptable atSt. John’s. But Canada’s 
opposition to it absorbed all attention, and 
that this source of grievance is keenly felt 
is clear from the present proposal to raise 
enormously the duty on Dominion products. 
Should this last project be carried out it 
might bring the quarrel to a head, as it 
would aim to effect by legislation that dis- 
crimination which the Imperial Govern- 
ment refused to sanction by treaty. That 
it should be attempted when the United 
States concedes nothing in return, and 
when the imported Canadian products will 
cost the Newfoundlanders so much more 
than now, shows the bitterness of the con- 


troversy.

“DOROTHY’S. DILEMMA.” 

No pleasanter or easier task can be under 
taken by a recorder of events dramatic than to 
write about Rose Coghlan. All gentle adjec- 
tives hasten to offer him their services, and no 
fears of undue enthusiasm need come to temper 
the warmth of superlatives down to chill posi- 
tive or the indifference of comparative, 

So, last night, when she played “ Dorothy’s 


“Dilemma” at the Grand Opera House in the 


presence of a vast number of friends, all of 
whom, of course, were admirers, she brought to 
the trivial little story the wealth of her 
talent and her beauty and made its 
lines seem more than worth hear- 
ing. It is another, a third, version of 
von Moser's “ Woman Who Has Been in Paris” 
that Miss Coghlan is presenting now, made by 
Capt. Alfred Thompson and better in many 
ways than its predecessors, Itis, indeed, good 
enough to make ope think that possibly a play 
will some day be built about the beginnings of 
the one now in evidence. It has not reached 


that stage yet, but is far enough along to be 
distinctly amusing. 

Miss Coghlan’s idea of Dorothy has been 
Vastly elaborated since she first undertook the 
part. She is now almost a probable creature, 
with traits skillfully elaborated, and, of course, 
well expressed. Tho acene in uniform has 
gained in truthfulness. It is exactly what a 
Dorothy so dressed would be, full of the awk- 
ward consciousness inevitable in such unfa- 
miliar garb, and yet theawkwardness gets grace 
andeffectfrom the actresa’s skill and knowl- 
edge. Herfears, whether of mice or of Jack 
Styles, are alike characteristic and convine- 
ing, and her denunciation of Mrs. Pat- 
tersby delightfully unreasonable. There 
is no horse now, for which the public owes 
thanks to some wise person, and the second act 
ends with the jealous wife in the arms of trav- 
estied Jack, a far more effective close than the 
absurd little trot that marked it aforetime. 

The third act gives Miss Coghlan a moment or 
two of the work which made her fame: in older 
and better parts, not her strongest work, but 
her best, where she feels the seriousness of 
passion and forces others to feel it as well. At 
such moments she makes adroitest use of sux- 
gestion, and proves her own copmprapanetos. by 
ne something for that of her audience 
o do. 

The other parts in the play are, without ex- 
ception, in competent hands, Mr. Sullivan's 
Jack has become an admirable piece of work, 
thoroughly intelligent, and as thoroughly 
aimple.

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BLAIR FEELS VERY SORE 
HE WANTS THE SENATE TO MAKE 
AN INVESTIGATION. 


HE THINKS HIS REJECTION BY CHINA AS 
MINISTER TO THAT COUNTRY IS THE 
RESULT OF A CONSPIRACY—MEMO- 
RIAL PRESENTED BY MR. CHANDLER. 


WasnHrneton, April 11.—Senator Chandler 
(Rep., N. H.,) to-day presented to the Senate a 


memorial from ex-Senator Blair praying for an | 


investigation into the facts attendant upon the 
refusal of the Chinese Government to receive 
him as Minister to that countrys. 

Mr. Blair in his memorial says that the Sena- 
tor who introduced the resolution of inquiry 
last January did not understand that the most 
important part of the correspondence was 
conducted between the President and himself. 
Therefore, Mr. Blair supplements the corre- 
spondence now before the Senate with copies 
of the letters passing between the President 
and himself, beginning May 25, 1891, 

The correspondence itself presents few facts 
of interest in addition to those contained in the 
lettera made public by the Senate last week. 
He says in one letter that the Chinese Minieter 
has several times caused him to be informed of 
his regret at his rejection and of his (the Minis- 
ter’s) strong desire that our Government would 
ask him to request of his Government the inter- 
change of friendly explanations which would be 
the means of setting the matter right. 

Mr, Blair goes on to state that he tendered his 
resignation June 22; that the President in- 
formed him July 1 that he should accept the 
resignation without further action, but delayed 
sotion upon the resignation for about thirty 
days upon the statement of Mr. Blair that the 
matter could be still arranged. He withdrew 
his resignation with the intent that it should 
not be made during the controversy, but on 
Aug. 7 the President wrote him that he deemed 
it necessary to close the matter and that he 
must consider the question of anotber appoint- 
ment. In his reply of Aug. 8 Mr. Blair expressed 
the opinion that the charges made by the Chi- 
nese Government against him should be investi- 
gated. He thinks that an investigation would 
disclose a detestable conspiracy, which should 
be exposed. : 

Later Mr. Blair refers to newspaper stories 
that he was improperly interested in conces- 
sions by the Chinese Government, which he 
thinks also demands investigation. Mr. Blair 
requests that the Senate undertake this investi- 
gation and expresses belief that his rejection 
was secured by false representations made to 
the Chinese home Government through the 
Chinese Legation in this city, while the Minister 
himself was absent, and by other false and dis- 
honorable means. He says he -is in possession 
of facts tending to prove that the difficulty 
originated, at least in part, in, and bas been fos- 
tered by,the rivalry of business interests which, 
in their contention with each other, have em- 
ployed methods and instrumentalities the nat- 
ure of which should be ascertained by the Gov- 
ernments whose friendly relations have been 
thereby impaired, if not endangered. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

Mr. Hoar, (Rep., Mass.,) from the Judiciary 
Committee, to-day reported to the Senate a bill 
to establish a Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia, and gave notice that he desired to 
have it and the bill to amend the act establish- 
ing United States Courts of Appeals and other 
kindred measures in relation to the Court of 
Claims, considered by the Senate at the same 
time. The bill was placed on the calendar. 

Senator Palmer, (Dem., Ill.,) to-day by request, 
introduced a billto amend the Pension act of 
1879 80 that the payment of pensions shall com- 
mence from the date ofthe discharge of the 
person, and that all pensions granted or here- 
after granted resulting from injuries received 
during the war shall comnfence from the death 
or discharge of the person on whose account the 
pension has been granted, if the disability oc- 
curred prior tothe discharge. If it occurred 
after the discharge, the pension is then to date 
from theday of disability. 

Representative Coombs (Dem., N. Y.,) to-day 
introduced a bill placing German looking glass 
on the free list. 

REVENUE MARINE TRANSFER, 

A report was to-day submitted to the Senate 
on the Revenue Marine biil by Senator Butler, 
(Dem., & C.) It reviews the various vicissitudes 
through which the »peasure has passed since it 
was first introduced, two sessions ago, and 
heartily recommends its passage on economical 
grounds, as well as forthe general welfare of 
the Naval and the Revenue Marine Services. 

The report states that the estimated reduc- 
tion in expense that would result from the con- 
solidation would be about $90,000. It also 
states that the committee is the more willing to 
recommend the transfer from a cousideration of 
the overloaded condition of the Treasury as 
compared with thatofthe Navy Department. 
The committee further believes that by the 
transfer the real efficiency of the Treasury in 
the performance of its legitimate work will not 
be injured, but will be largely increased. 

NAVAL FORCE ON THE LAKES. 

The two resolutions offered by Mr. McMillan 
fast Friday in regard to the rejection of bids for 
the construction of war ships at lake ports, and 
in regard to the agreement between the United 
States and Great Britain covering the question 
of the naval force to be maintained on the great 
lakes, were taken up and agreed to by the Sen- 
ate to-day.

A WORLD'S FAIR PASSENGER CAR. 

PITTSBURG, Aprilll.—An experimental car, 
designed for use in transporting passengers to 
and from Chicago during the World’s Fair, is 
being built at the Pan-Handle Railroad shops at 
Columbus. The structure is that of a gondola 
freight car, but the springs and the upper por- 
tion are those of a passenger coach. Should the 
oar prove suitable in every respect, it is the in- 
tention to construct a large number of the same 
pattern. 

Just how many will be needed has not been 
fiecided upon yet. The idea of securing this 
pattern of rolling stock is to avoid hav- 
sng an unusual number of passenger coaches 
on hand after the great exhibition is over, for 
which use could not be found. 

With but little expense the gondola passenger 
coach could be converted into a simple freight 
car, for which there is almost always.a demand. 
The new car is designed to seat forty-five pas- 
sengers. The length is thirteen feet shorter than 
that of a regular coach. , 





THE GUILD OF ST. BARNABAS. 
The Guild of St. Barnabas for Nurses met last 
night at the Church of the Holy Communion, at 
Twentieth Streetand Sixth Avenue. A short

THE STRENGTH OF OLEVELAND.

CONGRESSMAN BYNUM’S OBSERVATIONS 
IN THE WEST AND NORTHWEST. 


ATLANTA, Ga, April 11.—Congressman Bynum 
remained in Atlanta with his friends until this 
morning, when he left on the vestibule train 
for Washington. Mr. Bynum, when asked as to 
Mr. Cleveland’s strength in the Northwest, said: 

*T notice that in the convention of Marion 
County, lnd., on Saturday a resolution was 
passed indorsing Cleveland for President and 
Gray for Vice President. Marion County in- 
cludes the City of Indianapolis, the home of 
Gov. Gray. The County Convention was one 
for the nomination of a county ticketand was 
composed of six oreight hundred delegates. I 
have not been home since January. I was aware 
that there was a strong Cleveland sentiment in 
Indiana, but confess that it has developed an 


aggressiveness and strength that was hardly 
expected, considering Gov. Gray’s avowed cah- 
didaoy. 

“I like Gov. Gray. He is a good Democrat, 
and I think that his candidacy in the State has 
been badly managed by his friends. Unques- 
tionably they undertook to secure a delegation 
ostensibly tor Gray, but in reality to oppose 
Cleveland. Mr. Cleveland’s friends were per- 
fectly willing that the State should not only 
compliment, but give Gray an honest support. 
This the Governor's friends rejected, and then 
an open fight was begun by Mr. Cleveland's fol- 
lowers, and it looks as though they were in the 
majority and would carry the State. No one 
unacguainted with public sentiment can cop- 
ceive what a following Mr. Cleveland has among 
the people. His strength is marvelous. In com- 
pany with a party composed of Senator l’aulk- 
per, Gov. Black, and Mr. Lawrence Gardiner, 
Secretary of the National Association of Demo- 
cratic Clubs, I made a campaigning tour of the_ 
Pacitic coast last Fall. Ve jJeft Washington 
Sept. 12 and were on the go for six weeks, stop- 
ping in Minnesota, Dakota, Montana, Washing- 
ton, Oregon, California, Utah, Colorado, and 
Nebraska, and everywhere Cleveland’s name 
was the signal for an outburet of genuine en- 
thusiasm. 

“There is no doubt that Cleveland ie the 
choice of the people, and if he should be de- 
feated by what the peovle believe to be machine 
methods look out forastorm. Mr. Cleveland's 
great strength is in the fact that the people be- 
lieve him sincere, honest, and courageous, and 
they are willing to trust him, even though they , 
de not freely coincide with his views on minor 
questions in some localities.” 

Twelve counties in Georgia have selected dele- 
gates to the May convention.

COMMANDER SMITH’S APPEAL.

AN EFFORT MADE TO HAVE THE CASE 
REOPENED. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The report of the 
examining board in the case of Commander F. 
R. Smith of the navy still awaits the action of 
the Secretary of the Navy. When that official 
takes up the matter, hoe will find a voluminous 
addition to the original records as they came 
from the examining board, for Commander 
Smith has submitted affidavits and other docu- 
mentary evidence sustaining his request for an- 
other hearing. 

Mr. Smith is making a desperate effort to have 
his case reopened, and is sanguine that- his en- 
deavors will not be futile. He has produced 
what he thinks is evidence of the malicious at- 
tempt of junior officers of the navy to injure 
him and to poison the minds of his investigar- 


ors. He nas also tiled papers purporting to show 
that certain debts, alleged not to have been 
paid, have in reality been discharged. He 
asks that another chance be given him, on 
account of this additional evidence and of the 
enmity of the board. 

The Secretary may see fit to send all the 
papers back to the board and ask a reconsidera- 
tion; but if a new ‘board is to be ordered, the 
findings must go to the President for his review, 
and then the present board of examination may 
be dissolved and another board, comporting 
more nearly to the Lxecutive idea of clemency 
and justice, may be ordered. A man who 
emerges at such Moments as these from that in- 
detinabie locality known as “the inside” says 
that Smith has secured the compassionate re- 
guard ot Mr. Harrison, Secretary Tracy, and Bec- 
retary Blaine. Mr. Blaine was formerly a good 
friend of Commander Smith, and when the sub- 
ject of Smith’s dismissal from the service came 
up, it was always said that Mr. Blaine would be 
ready to help keep Mr. Smith literally on deck. 

If Mr. 8mith has drawn around bimeelf this 
array of sympatby he stands an excellent chance 
of getting an honest hearing, although every 
one who knows the men who considered the 
case kuows also that Smith bas not been per- 
secuted. The board took time and care to hear 
all that was to be said for and aguinst the of- 
ficer, and the finding is one that was looked for. 
Commander Smith was unfortunate in his selec- 
tion of an attorney who was also a bulidozer. 
Since the irascible and indiscreet Parker has 
been withdrawn from the seene Commander 
Smith's chances have improved. 

Now that the Graham case has been virtually 
completed, Attorney Parker’s return to Wash- 
ington is daily looked for. As the legal repre- 
sentative of Commander Graham before the 
court-martial at Richmond, he has aided and 
contributed to the presecution materially by his 
proceedings. He was discevered one day by the 
Judge Advocate of the court to be unwarrant- 
ably contradicting the records. He had picked 
up the official report of the trial and, while ap- 

arently reading, was in reality distorting the 

estimony as written. The attention of the 
court was called to the matter and it was di- 
rected that when the attorney Wished to quote 
from the records he must give the page, that a 
member of the court might follow the reading. 

At another time the court was considering 
the question of admitting oral evidence as to 
the contents of the agreement made between 
Graham and the enlisted men of his command, 
which agreement was subsequently destroyed. 
Parker eaid that the law on this point had been 
gettied in the Cluverius case, and then gave a 
statement of what be said were the cireum- 
stances under which the contents of a note 
were oflered in oral evidence before the court, 
and stated what had been the a of the 
court upon the point.

A DOCTOR CHARGES HIM WITH ALIEN- 
ATING HIS WIFE’S AFFECTIONS. 


Kansas City, April 11.—Dr. M. F. Horine of 
Chicago filed suit in ‘the United States Circuit 
Court to-day against Alfredo Barili of this city 
for alienating the affections of his wife. Dr.

ARMY OFFICERS IN GARRISON. 


PAPERS “READ AND MILITARY TOPICS 
DISCUSSED—THE NEW TACTIOS, 


NEWPORT, R, L, April 11.—Some time ago the 
War Department issued an order that the offi- 
cers connected with a regular post, fort, or 
garrison should, during the Winter months, 
form a lyceum, which should meet twicea 
week, when military topics should be discussed. 
At Fort Adams this has been carried out to the 
letter, and some excellent papers have been 
read at these meetings. The course lasts from 
the lst of October to the lst of May. The dis- 
cussions over some of these essays have led to 


much research and inquiry into the theoretical 
part of making war, yetthe results generally 
have beeu of great benefit to the junior officers. 

A prominent military man informed THE 
TIMES'S pay, tna to day that it is the in- 
tention of the department to have carried out 
this Summer eertain manceuvres, for which 
Gen, Schofield is now prepering a plan. The 
intention is to have the troops collected to- 
gether, and try the new tactics which would be 
conducted at Chicago. He said the general im- 
pression was that army officers do nothing but 
ordinary garrison duty, but the fact is that 
they are studying all the time, but the army has 
no new guns or material eich as European na- 
tions have. It would astonish veople, he con- 
tinued, if they knew how well our officers are 
posted as to what has been and is being done 
abroad. It must be remembered that it is over 
twehty-five years since our army has had any 
practical experience in war, and that a large 
te wth pa of the officers and men have a 

nowledge of war simply by theory. 

On May 1 the troops at Fort Adams will begin 
active outdoor drills with the new tactics re- 
cently adopted.

ENLISTMENTS IN THE ARMY. 


ener ite 1, Mane! 
THE RORCE NOW aBouT 900 SHORT OF 
THE MAXIMUM NUMBER. : 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—This is the time of 
year that the enlisted force of the army de- 
creases in number, both on account of deser- 
tions and the regular discharges which fall due 
in the Spring. The soldiers find more opportu- 
nities for staying out of the service at this pe- 
riod than at any other. 

Just now the enlisted strength is about 900 
short of the 25,000 autnorized by law. There 
have been fewer desertions in the army in the 
last year than in any similar period for many 
years, and it is mainly due to the attractiveness 
of the service as compared with the severe con- 
ditions that surrounded the soldier's life hereto- 


fore. With such privileges as disoharge by 
purehase and a discharge at the end of three 
years’ service, togethor with the greater liberty 
and pleasures afforded by the army vanteen or 
post exchange, the old-time hardship of the 
wan ip the ranks is missing. 

The enlisted strength of the army bas been 
kept up materially by the system of regimental 
secrete. and the scheme is found to work ad- 
mirably in New-York, in the Division of the 
Missouri, and that part of New-lngland where 
it has been in operation. It does not find favor 
with the officers, who are liable to be called 
upon to perform the service of conducting these 
recruiting parties, for the duty is not easy or at 
all times pleasant. It necessitates moving about 
froin place to place with a smali detachment of 
meu and ee demonstration of army life 
in the tield, and the delivery of a species of de- 
scriptive lectures to ahy one who will listen to 
the advantages a recruit has over the rest of 
mankind. The system has dove more propor- 
tionately te build up the service than the gen- 
eral recruiting stations in the big cities, and the 
myterial furnished is much more satisfactory, 
mentally and morally, 





WHAT: MARYLAND WANTS. 


4 CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION TO-SET- 
TLE THE ASSESSMENT QUESTION, 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 11.—Gov. Brown has 
until midnight to-day to sign or veto or“ pocket” 
bills passed by the Legislature. Already about 
11 percent. of the bills passed have failed to 
become laws, thus saving to the Maryland 
Treasury perhaps $1,000,000. Speaking of the 
rejected Assessment bill, Goy. Brown says: 

“Prior to the next session the tax question will he 
thoroughly soived and some good results will follow. 
In my judgment it is much Detter for the people at 
large not tu have an assessment than to huve a vi- 
cions or improper one, and 1 am thoroughly convinced 
that within the coming two years this position wilt 
be sustained by many of those who do not approve 
of my action in this connection. The true solution of 
the whole question is a constitutional convention, 
and the longer it is se the more the people will 
suffer from legislation the constitutionality of which 
is questioned, The General Assembly for the past 
ten years has been strugglihg to give proper legisla- 
tion and thereby meet the demands of the public 
withopt infringing upon the organic law of the 
State. The recent assessment is not an exceptional 
incident, as there are some who question its consti- 
tutionality. think the question of the hour is not 
the assessment, but as te Whether Maryland should 
have a modern constitution or not, and a proper 
assessment bill would fullow in order.” 

The business organizations and business men 
of Maryland continue to congratulate Gov. 
Brown upon his putting aside of the new Assess- 
meyt bNI, a measure which excited discussion 
even beyond the State. 


NATIONAL CONSUMPTIVE HOME. 
SENATOR GALLINGER’S PLEA FOR A 
GOVERNMENT SANITARIUM. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—Senator Gallinger 
(Rep., N. H.) addressed the Senate to-day in 
behalf of his bill for a commission to select a 
site for a sauitarium for pulmonary patients. 

He thought Congress ought to give some 
attention to a subject that deeply concerned the 
physical and moral well-being of a large class 
in every State of the Union. The project had 
been referred to as “paternalism run mad,” 
but Congress had recognized the underlying 
principle in legislation for the establishment of 
seamen’s hospitals, soldiers’ homes, &c. 

After denouncing many of the present alleged 
cures, Mr. Gallinger said that on the great 

lains of Colorado and New-Mexico could be 
ound “ pure and life-giving sunshine, the ra- 
tional cure for consumption.”” With a death 
rate of 25 per cent. in New-England from con- 
sumption, of 20 per cent. in the Middle States 
and the District of Columbia, and a gradual re- 
duction until itreached 3 percent. in New- 
Mexico, Mr. Gallinger thought that it was 
sureiy the dictate of wisdom for the Govern- 
meutto lendits aid in the beneficent plan con- 
templated by the proposed legislation.

“Competent engineers and landscape architects 
who have examined the course indicated for the new 
driveway have testified that the picturesque beauty 
of the Park Would be enhanced by its construction,” 

A TIMES reporter called upon several of thése 
gentlemen to find out who these “competent 
engineers and landscape architects” were. 

H. M. Whitehead, who spoke for the speedway 
before the Park Commission, said he had not ut- 
tended the Saturday night meeting, and he did 
not know the names.of any engineers or land- 
scape architects who had given such testimony 
before the committee working for this speed- 
way. He supposed the committee had heard 
from some engineers, but he did not know who 
they were. J. C. De La Vergne, he said, had the 
matter in charge. 

At Mr. De La Vergne’s place of business, One 
Hundref and Thirty-eighth Street and East 
River, it was said he was out of the city and 
would not be back until Thursday. The young 
man in the office, however, who seemed to 
know a good deal about the matter, said he did 
not know whether Mr. De La Vergne had con- 
sulted any engineers or not. 

Robert Edwin Bonner, who advocates the 
speed way law, said some of his family had been 
ill, and, ashe had not been at the meeting, he 
did not know what “competent engineers and 
landscape architects” had testified.

STEAMSHIP ON FIRE. 


THE CITY OF FITCHBURG BADLY DAM- 
AGED AT NEW-BEDFORD. 


NEW-BEDFORD, Mass., April 11.—The steamer 
City of Fitchburg of the Old Colony Steamship 
Company, which arrived from New-York yester- 
day morning with a miscellaneous cargo of 
freight, was seriously damaged at her dock this 
morning. When the hatches were opened the 
deck hands encountered flames and smoke. The 
entire forward hold, loaded with cotton and 
grain, was in flames, which spread aft, around 
both sides of the engine room and into ‘the 
after hold, where the miscellaneous merchan- 
dise was loaded. Working its way to the upper 
deck, it gutted the forward saloon and officers’ 
rooms. 

The officers lost nearly all their personal 
effects. The crew’s quarters on the after part 
of this deck were also damaged, and the men 
lost much of their property. Two streams were 
poured in from the wharf hydrants and nine 
streams from the fire engipes. Besides this, Aas- 
sistant Engineer Thomas Emerson was sticking 
at his pumps onthe Fitchburg, surrounded by 
burning freight and showered with burning em- 
bers, all escape cut off and well-nich suffocated, 
yet, stufling his wet handkerchief in bis mouth 
and lying fiat on his face, he remained at his 
post till the blaze was extinguished. Two tugs 
also threw powerful streams of salt water. 

Freight on the wharf was rapidly removed, 
and much of the steamer’s cargo thrown over- 
board was picked up uninjured except by water. 
The flames raged two hours, but finally sue- 
cumbed aftera hard struggle. The steamer is 
jnaured, and it is thought her cargo is also. The 
loss on cargo willreach from $15,000 to $20,000 
and on the steamer $10,000,

E. WALPOLE WARREN AN ALIEN. 


a - 
WEW-YORK 60 CORRUPT HE DOES NOT 
WISH TO BE A CITIZEN. 


While probably not regretting the fortune that 
landed him in a snug berth in this country, the 
Rev. E, Walpole Warren of Holy Trinity Church 
has put himeelf on record as a perpetual alien. 
Here is the language in which he was reported 
Yesterday as declaring himself: 

“I have refrained from taking out papers as a 
eitizen of New-York because the city is so wicked 


and corrupt that I would not wish to be identt- 
fied with it.even as avoter. Until it has rid 
iteeif of an administration that is vile from top 
to bottom 1 will remain an alien. The entire 
municipal machime, I believe, from Mayor Grant 
down, is absolutely corrupt.” 

Mr. Warren claimed the privilege of silence 
yesterday when he was asked if he had been 
correctly reported. He performed service in 
his high-salaried church and was on view sulti- 
ciently to give inquirers after his views a good 
chance to speak to him. But to all he declined 
to commit himself, even to the extent of deny- 
ing the literal exactness of the quoted feeling 
toward the country which proved attractive 
enough to him to lure him from -his native land 
and from which he has shown no purpose to 
depart voluntarily. 

Mr. Warren is the gentleman against whom 
the operation of the contract labor law was in- 
vokea upon kis arrival. The Supreme Court 
of the United states saved him on appeal by 
letting him stay as a “* teacher.” 





COLLISION AT A FERRY SLIP. 


ARIZONA’S WHEEL-BOX BADLY 


CRUSHED, 


A collision occurred at 4:25 o'clock ,yesterday 
morning at the Grand Street Ferry slip, East 
River, between the Bridgeport Line freight 
steamer Waterbury and the ferryboat Arizona 
ofthe Brooklyn and New-York Ferry Company.

A GLUT OF MONEY.

BANKERS SAY THAT IS WHY FOREIGN 
GOLD RESERVES HAVE INCREASED. 


No credit was attached by bankers yesterday 
ho the statements printed in a Frankfort paper 
nd cabled to this country that some of the 
American many-millionaires were transferring 
portions of their property to Europe for fear 
thatsilver legislation in this country would 
bring about a great depreciation. 

According to the cable dispatch, Messrs. 
Gould, Mackay, and Vanderbilt were among 
those who had kept a prudent eye open to pos- 


sibilities, and had thus contrived to b about 
an increase in the gold reserves in the Reichs- 
bank and the Banks of England and France. 

New-York bankers say there is no reason to 
a such a programme is being carried out. 
In the first place, they do not believe the finan- 
cial magnates are frightened, and, in the second 
place, there have been no gold exports lately of 
a size likely to have any marked effect either 
here or abroad. Such shipments as have been 
made have gone out through the usua) channels 
and for the usual purposes of exchange. There 
isaglutof money in Europe as well as here, 
and that is given as the reason for the increase 
jn the foreign reserves. 


BRIDGE REVENUES AND EXPENSES. 

The meeting of the Brooklyn Bridge Trustees 
yesterday wae attended by twelve out of twen- 
ty members, the Mayors of the two cities and 
the Controller of New-York being among the 
absentees. President Wagstaff called attention 
to the finance report for March. : 

The receipts during. the month from the car- 
riageways were $6,725.22, an inerease of 
$542.26 over the receipts in Maroh, 1891, and 
the receipts from railroad fares were $96,741.81, 
an increase of $2,457.33 over the receipts for 
the corresponding month of last year. The 
number of single tickets at 3 eents that were 
sold during March was 1,608,552, an increase of 
$1,169 over the number sold in March, 1891, 
and the number of tickets sold in bunches of 10 
at 25 cents per bunch last month was 1,945,- 
410, an increase of 97,890 tickets over the num- 
ber sold in March, 1891. The total number of 
passengers that were carried in the cars during 
the month was 3,548,962. . 

The expenditures during March were 
$73,329.39. There is a balance on hand in 
a in New-York and Brooklyn of $547,- 
629.02.

SENATOR VEST SAYS HIS STATE 
WANTS THE EX-PRESIDENT. 


IT IS FOR FREE SILVER COINAGE, BUT 
THE TARIFF IS THE MAIN ISSUE, 
AND THAT MEANS CLEVELAND— 
HILL NOT UP TO EXPECTATION, 


Senator George Vest of Missouri was at the 
Hoffman House yesterday. He camo from 
Washington, he said, on private business, and 
woulé remain in New-York only foraduay. Ap- 
poarances, the Senator said, now indicated that 
Mr. Cieveland would be the candidate of the 
Democratic Party. The logic of the situation 
which was being so rapidly followed by the 
State Conventions pointed in this direction. 

“In my own State of Missouri,” remarked 
Benator Vest, “the Democrats are for Cleve- 
land, and will send adelegation to the Chicago 
Convention favorable to him, although I do not 
know that instructions will be given for him by 
the State Convention. It is not the usual thing 
in that State to instruct; still, there is no ques- 
tion that the party is for him. 

“The State is for the free coinage of silver, 
and I believe rightly so, but that issue should 
not and will not, I believe, bo made the promi- 
hent one in the campaign. The tariff, on which 
circumstances of the last eight years have made 
Mr. Clevoland tho leading manin the party, is 
the main question, and Cievelaud is naturally 
the candidate for the Presidency on that issue, 
juetas Mills was naturally the candidate for 
the Speakershipin the House of Representa- 
tives. I was for Mills forthat position on the 


same principle that I favored Carlisle agatnst 
Randall for the Speakership years ago and on 
he samo principle I am for Mr. Cleveland.” 

“Do you think Mr. Cleveland can be nomi- 
nated !’’ Senator Vest was asked. 

* From the sentiment of tbe country as I learn 
it at Washington, he can,” replied Mr. Vest. 
“ Tho serious problem which will confront the 
Chicago Convention is the situation in New- 
York. I vannot say what weight the convention 
wonld give to the fact that New-York hada 
delegation at Chicago solidiy for Hill and up- 
posed to Mr. Cleveland. [ have seen it stated 
that enough votes would be given to Mr. Cleve- 
land before New-York is reached on the roll 
call to secure him the nomination. I have not 
the figures on that question, but assuming, as 
seems probable, that the States on the list ahead 
of New-York will cast their votes for the ex- 
President, itis a question if his nomination 
would not be considered inevitable without the 
vote of New-York, even if the necessary number 
were not reached when New-York broke for an- 
other candidate. 

“ Can Cleveland carry New-York State? is the 
great question which will have to be met. We 
must have this State to elect the President. 
Some profess to believe that Cleveland can 
carry it. Some say he cannot. I have not the 
acourate knowledge of the men and the politics 
of the State to make a prediction valuable, but 
the candidate must carry it in order to be elect- 
ed, and in the history of the party it was never 
more important to elect a Democratic President 
than now. Any essential change from the in- 
iquitous tariff law which is now on the books 
cunnot be secured without it, and, with a Re- 

ublioan President and with the chances of a 
Repubtionn House, the Force bill would be re- 
vived. If the legislative bodies and Chief Ex- 
ecutive are Republican, that measure is sure to 
come up, and its passage would be the most 
disastrous piece of legislation which the coun- 
try has known for years. 

* The free coinage of silver, I believe, is a de- 
sirable thing, but that alone will not bring the 
millennium. With the existing laws on other 
economic questions, a larger volumeof cur- 
renoy than we now have would tend to go in the 
same channel as at present. The free-coinage 
question should not be given such prominence 
as to endanger the chances of success On more 
important questions. 

‘Many things may occur to change the situa- 
tion between now and the hour when the con- 
vention meets, just as the situation has changed 
very essentially within the last thirty days, A 
month ago Hill’s chances seemed to be good for 
a heavy support > the National Convention, 
while Cleveland did not seem to have the 
strength his friends had predicted and desired 
for him. Now the conditions are reversed. 
Hill seems to be out of it, while Cleveland has 
been coming rapidly into consideration.” 

Senator Vest’s attention was called to pub- 
lished statements respecting the strength of 
other candidates in some States, notably that of 
Mr. Gray of Indiana. He said he believed In- 
diana was as strongly for Cleveland as Missouri, 
and it was the general impression that all the 
States inthe list which will be reached on roll 
call before New York, with the possible excep- 
tion of Georgia, which was said to have a 
divided delegation, would be for the ex-Presl- 
dent. 

“Will any further action on the silver ques- 
tion be taken by this Congress?” Senator Vest 
was asked. 

“I think no voting will be done. There may 
be a good deal of speechmaking on the ee 
I have made no canvass myself, but some of the 
Senators who have interviewed about all Sena- 
tors on the question have told me that there are 
not enough votes in the Senate to pass a free- 
coinage measure or secure consideration of one. 
They say that thirteen Democrats and thirty- 
one Republicans will vote against consideration 
ofafree-coinage measure, and that would pre- 
vent a vote on the issue, for there is never a full 
Senate and the forty-four who are scheduled as 
acainstit are half of the entire body. Senator 
Morgan's resolution will draw out speeches, but 
that 1s all, [ think.” 

“What impression has Senator Hill made in 
the Senate ?”’ 

* Practically none, because he has been there 
so little. He came to Washington with a deal 
of éclat, having the record of great strength in 
this State, but I think he has not held bis own. 
He has been away vers much and is hardly on 
record on auy question. He haa not fullfilled 
the expectations and the predictions that were 
made for him.”’ 

“Will any of thetariff measures reported from 
Mr. Springer’s committee pass the Senate ?”’ 

**T don’t believe they will. The Republicans 
ofthe Senate will not allow it. They are all 
Stalwarte when a tarilf measure comes in sight, 
whatever may be their views on the question of 
free coinage.”’ 

Senator Vest said he thought the present 
session of Congress would be a short one, There 
would be little important legislation except the 
passage of the apportionment bilis.

THE NEW-YORK HOTEL. 


———~>"—— 
JOHN W. STOKES, THE NEW MANAGER, 
HAS INTRODUCED RADICAL CHANGES. 


The old New-York Hotel, 721 Broadway, was 
placed by its owners in the hands of a receiver, 
E. L. Winthrop,a week ago yesterday. This 
famous old house, which in its palmy days 
sheltered some of the most noted men and wo- 
men of the time, aud which is even now the 
headquarters of mostof the Southern people 
visiting New-York, is said to have been no® 
very profitable of late years. In the hope of 
redeeming it from its moribund condition, Re- 
ceiver Winthrop, upon assuming responsibility 
for the conduct of’ the old hostelry’s affairs, 
chose Joln W. Stokes, a brother of Edward 8. 
Stokes, the proprietor of the Hoffman House, 
to take charge of the hotel, displacing George 
B. Glover, who had managed the house for 
some years. Mr. Stokes, who was for fifteen 
years the lessee of the Brighton Hotel at Long 
Branch, is regarded as a first-rate hotel man. 

When Mr. Stokes assumed the managemen got 
the New-York Hotel ho says that he found a lack 
of organization and a sloveuliness among the 
hotel help that was almost ridiculous. ** Why,” 
he suid yesterday, “when a gentleman walked up, 
to the desk. with a heavy valisoin his hand the 


lazy, impudent louts of bell boys didn’t know 
enough or didn’t care enough to take it from 
him. Bell men’! ought to call them, for the ma- 
jority of the sleepy crowd had been here so long 
that they fancied they owned the house.” 

Mr. Stokes immediately set about to change 
the hotel help and organize it on lines laid 
down by himself. He tirst appointed Miss M. 
A. Enright of the Holland House as house- 
keeper in place of a middle-aged woman named 
Mrs. Osborn, who had been with the house for 
a@ quarter of aventury. Other changes equally 
revolutionary produced a feeling of trewendous 
indignation amony the hall boys, bell boys, 
elevator boys, and chambermaids. 

Yesterday morning. Mr. Stokes appointed 
Thomas L. Munroc head bell man, a functionary 
hitherto unknown inthe hotel. The energetic 
head bell man, acting under orders, yesterday 
morning, ordered the bell boys to get some 
mops and scrub the floor of the lobby. The 
bell boys, through their leader, promptly re- 
fused to obey the order and weut out on strike. 

‘It's afunny thing,” said Mr. Stokes,in speak- 
ing about the matter, * but that crowd of bhulk- 
ing bell boys had no sooner gone out than every 
bell in the house seemed to begin rivging at 
once. Whatdid I dof Well, for about au hour 
and a haif I was running up and down stairs at- 
tending to the bells myself. I don’t think I 
have done so much ‘hustling’ since I was a 
young man. The key clerk sand I took turns in 
running the elevator, carrying pitchers of ice 
water, informing ladies on the top floor what 
time the 11 o’cloek train started, and all that 
sort of thing. I have had charge of hotels wheu 
the house had a thousand guests and every em- 

loye in the house walked out on strike, and I 
vont propose to let a pack of slouching bell 
boys bother me.” 

The chambermaids. most of whom have 
waxed exceeding healthy and prosperous-look- 
ing during their long service at the hotel, were 
also threatening ali day to strike unless Mr. 
Stokes subscribed to certain limitations of the 
new housekeeper’s prerogatives. in fact, all of 
the 140 employes of the hotel are meditating a 
strike on general principles, and the 150 guests, 
who take a great interest in this fight between 
“labor and the iron heel of oppression,”’ were 
yesterday divided into factions as to the rights 
and wrongs in the matter. Awong the guests 
are Mrs. Nevins, Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., 
Edwip Allen, the Wall Street broker, and Sena 
tor McMahon. 

“ As fast as these employes walk out on me,” 
said Mr. Stokes, ** I will hire others to take their 
places. If I don’t succeed in getting this hotel 
out of its Sleepy Hollow conditiou—anc these 
servants are altogether responsible for its re- 
lagging into that condition—I‘ll walk out my- 
seif,”’ 


During the afternoon the hotel people bustled 
around to secure a new force of boys, aud by 
evening it was announced at the office that all 
of the strikers had been replaced by new-comers 
and _ matters were runuing as smoothly as 
usua

MOST OF THE PRICES LOW AND THE 
BIDDING NOT LIVELY. 


At the American Art Galleries yesterday 
afternoon there was asale of bronzes and en- 
aniels, antique and modern, of the Robertson col- 
lection. Two or three times the bidding grew 
lively, Dut as arule the prices given were very 
low. After disposing of some antique Chinese 
bronzes, a collection of Baryes was brought in. 
* Theseus and the Minotaur” brought $1,050, 
and a pair of candelabra, the originals of which 
were made for the Duc de Montpensier, went 
for $2,600. The “ Tartar Warior Checking his 
Horse,” a fine piece of work with a bronze 
stand, sold for $625, and other good things 
were bought correspondingly cheap. A bid of 
$830 got the “ Panther Seizing a Stag.” 

Only half a dozen of the antique Japanese 
bronzes breught over $100, although there were 


many fine pieces, and the modern specimens of 
the same nation’s work fared atill worse, except 
for a large and highly-ornamented jar for which 
$205 was paid. 

Enamels came next. the first lot being of an- 
tique Chinese make. Fair prices bought them, 
and an imperial vase of the Bighteenth century, 
which had a number of poems inscribed on it, 
drew the bidders up to $1,550, with $50 ad- 
ditional for the stand and case. A large double 
vase frem a temple was sold for $675, and 
a “grand jardinitre” brought $800, The 
modern Japanese enamels closed the sale and 
went very cheap. 

This afternoon at 2:30 o’clock the Chinese 
porcelains, antique and modern, colored and 
white, will be sold at the same rooms.

MR. HAND’S LETTER ON THE ATTACKS 
CPON MR. PECKHAM. 


Mr. C. A. Hand sent the following letter to 
James W. Ridgway on April 6. As Mr. Hand is 
unaware that there has becn any response to it 
he has decided to make it public: 


To James W. Ridgway: 

Whatever may be thought of the taste or propriety 
of the policy ot the counsel of the investigating legis- 
lative committee toward us of the Bar Association 
committee in the case of Juage Maynard, I have no 
wish to quarrel with the notserious annoyances 
aimed at myself. But I am unable to be indifferent 
to the flings at the good name of my friend, Mr. 
Wheeler H. Peckham, which on Wednesday were 
interjected into my examivation. 

The restraints of the position of witness seemed to 
forbid as forcible an expression of feeling, in thatre- 
gard, as would otherwise have been made, although 
I trust the stenographer’s notes will not fail 10 show 
what that feeling was. But now that I am free of 
restraint, I desire to ray, in the most unmistakable 
terms, that I regard us untrue and uujust the im- 
putation to Mr. Feckham_of mercenary motives in 
his participation in reform measures. His houesty, 
sincerity, and fearlessness are so well known of ail 
men of our city, that his aid bas naturally been 
sought by citizens who considered themselves or the 
community aggrieved by wmaladministration of 
public airs. That he often listens to such 
appeals, regardless of personal consequences, 
is to the credit of his manliness if not of his pru- 
fence. That selfish motives underlie his public ac- 
tion will not be believed by any considerable body 
of respectable citizens. 

Such, at least, is my own firm conviction, And I 
most sincerely regret that the episeude occurred in 
any association with me, or, indeed, atall. If you do 
not yourself decide to make amends to Mr. Peoxham, 
which I cannot but think you would like to do, I 
shall fee] at liberty to make public this letter

BANISHED FOR GOOD WORKS. 

Among the immigrants brought by the Servia 
wero a family of Russian Jews who formerly 
lived in Moscow.

Before 
banishment from Russia they occupied quarters 
near the Etope Prison in Moscow. The exiles 
to Siberia passed near theirdoor and were in- 
variably supplied with food and clothing by the 
women of the Efross family whenever an op- 
portunity could be found. 

When Col. Weber, the Superintendent of Im- 
migration, was in Europe not long ago investi- 
gating the subject of immigration, he passed 
through Moscow and met the family who are 
now quartered in the immigration building on 
Ellis island.

The 
Colonel was right, however. Not long ao they 
received a notice to leave the city, and were 
compelled to dispose of their property at 10 per 
cent. of its value. Col. Weber immediately 
recognized his old acquaintances when he saw 
them yesterday. They are bound for the West.

ELEVEN NEW CASES REPORTED IN THE 
LAST TWO DAYs. 


The sanitary authorities were rather surprised 
by the discovery of eleven new cases of small- 
pox in this city on Sunday and yesterday. On 
Sunday Abraham Margoletz, twenty years old, 
was found sick with the disease at 103 Clinton 
Strect, and Samuel Cashman, twenty-four years 
old, atS Chrystie Street. Both these victims 
caught the disease by visiting 13 Bayard Street, 
from which house two cases were taken to the 
hospital last week. 

The search for Mrs. Louisa Baltz, the house- 
keeper at 13 Bayard Street, who escaped from 
the house at the first visit of the sanitary oflfi- 
cers, Was rewarded yeaterday by the discovery 
of the woman at6l Stanton Street. She was 
sick with smallpox. 

Martin Palmer, forty years old, and his son 
Peter, aged eighteen months, were found suf- 
fering from the disease at 508 East Sixteenth 
Street, a tenement house in which a number: of 
oases have been discovered in the past month. 
Mrs. Margaret Barold, forty-three years old, 
was found sick with the diseasoin the same 
house. 

James Tully and. his two-and-a-half-year-old 
sou James were found suffering with the dis- 
ease in the tenement house 1,814 Park Avenue, 
ani Annie Harris, eighteen months old, was 
discovered sick with the smallpox at 17 Ludlow 
Street. 

William Kane, twenty-two years old, was 
found suflering from the disease at 409 East 
Sixteenth Street. He had been exposed to cou- 
tagion while visiting 508 East Sixteenth Street. 

Yesterday afternoon. the parenta of Charles 
Smith, six months old, took the child to the De- 
milt Dispensary, at Second Avenue and Twenty- 
third Street. They said that they lived at 125 
Forsyth Street, that the baby was sick, and that 
they were too poor to procure medical attend- 
ance. One of the physicians examined the child 
and said it was suffering from smallpox. The 
nother and child were taken to the Reception 
Hospital, at the foot of East Sixteenth Street. 

All the sick were removed to the Riverside 
Hospital, on North Brother Island, yesterday, 
and the precautionary measures of disinfection 
and fumigation were taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease. There were sixteen cases 
of smal!pox reported in this city last week.

FOUR CASES IN BROOKLYN. 

Four new cases of smallpox were discovered 
in Brooklyn yesterday. The victims were Ed- 
ward Weaver, aged three years; Mary Weaver, 
aged one vear, and Chester A. Harrey, aged seven 
weeks, of 45 Degraw Street, and Nellie Vaccaro, 
aged sixteen years, of 13 Hamilton Avenue. 


The Degraw Street house ia the one in which 
Capt. Harrey staid for several days with his 
three-year-old child while it had smallpox. His 
wife and Mrs. Weaver, the mother of the two 
children who became ill yesterday, are sisters. 
The four patients found yesterday wore taken 
to the Kings County Hospital and the infected 
houses were quarantined. 

George Humphrey of 2 Sackett Street, Brook- 
lyn, who shot at the physicians who, on Sunday, 
tried to take from his home his son, who was 
suffering from smallpox, was arraigned before 
Police Justice Tighe yesterday and released in 
$500 bonds pending examination. 

When the health officers were placing a quar- 
antine in the house 13 Hamilton Avenue, 
Brooklyn, last night, Adam Weaver und Arthur 
Harvey, the father of the infected boy Chester 
A. Harvey, escaped from the house and got over 
the back fence. Harvey is Captain of the tug 
New-York of the Central Railroad Company, 
and Weaver works with him. It is supposed 
they got to their boat. 

Antonia Vaccio. an Italian girl, was removed 
from the house after the escape of the two men. 
She also developed the disease. 





MORE MONEY FOR THE MUSLUM. 


IT WILL NOW BE OPEN SUNDAYS— 


INCREASED ACCOMMODATIONS, 


Word was received in this city yesterday that 
the bill giving authority to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment to appropriate an 
additional $50,000 to the maintenance of the 
American Museum of Natural History in Cen- 
tral Park had become a law. Under its pro- 
vision the preparations for opening the new 
wing of the museum will go on, and it is expect- 
ed that everything will be ready early in May. 

The new law not only assures this opening 
but makes possible the opening of the museum 
on Sundays and two evenings each week free of 


charge. Action favorable to the Sunday open- 
ing was taken by the Trustees at their annual 
meeting in February, contingent only on the 
additional appropriation. The total amount 
now available for maintenance is $75,000. 

The additional appropriation will allow the 
opening of aspace nearly as large as the orig- 
inal building, which has already been filled with 
specimens. The building itself is completed, and 
all that remains to be done is to put the finish- 
ing touches on some of the cases. In the new 
portion are to be shown many specimens 
which have never been on exhibition, 
but which have been stored away in 
the packages in which they were received, 
simply because there was no room to display 
them. Among theaze are valuable entomological 
collections, a portion of the collection of stones 
secured by President Morrie K. Jesup, archo- 
logical and conchological specimens, and many 

recious stones. Many mnounted animals, whic 

ave been displayed at a disadvantage because 
of limited space, will also be seen to better ad- 
vantage in the larger rooms of the new build- 
ing. 

The Sunday opening was by a unanimous vote 
of the Trustees, the lack of funds to meet the 
additional expenses alone having kept the doors 
closed to this time. President Jesup 1s now in 
California. Heis expected hoine early in May, 
and as s00n as convenient after he arrives it is 
proposed to have a formal opening of the build- 
ing, when he will, on behalf of the Board of 
Trustees, turn over the new building to the oity. 
About 2,000 invitations will be issued. State- 
ments from the architects and builders will be 
presented, and from that day on the public will 
be invited to come in.

THE CASE OF HATTIE ADAMS. 


IT WAS CALLED, BUT POSTPONED UNTIL 
MONDAY NEXT. 


The case against Hattie Adams for keeping a 
disorderly house was called yesterday before 
Judge Cowing in the Court of General Sessions. 
The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, on whose testimony the 
indictment against the woman was found, was 
present with a number of friends, 

The defendant, surrounded by half a dozen 
women who are to be called as witnesses, occu- 


pied a seat inside of the railing. A. H. Hum- 
mel, one of her counsel, was on hand to look 
after her interests,and Assistant District At- 
torney Lynn represented.the people. As soon 
as Judge Oowing took his seat Mr. Hummel 
said that.Mr. Lynn had informed him that the 
prosecation was not ready to go to trial, and 
thata motion would be made for an adjourn- 
ment. The defense was willing and anxious to 
go ahead, and he moved that the case be taken 
up as it stood on the calendar. 

In reply, Mr. Lynn stated that the District 
Attorney's office had been umable to get ata 
number of the most important witnesses, and 
for that reason it had been decided to call the 
case later in the week. 

Judge Cowing remarked that there should be 
no difficulty in arriving at an understanding, 
and left the choice of a date when the trial 
should proceed to the lawyers. 

After a short conference between the counsel 
the case was set down for Monday next.

The instructor bid been to the city during the 
day to attend church, and the ten boys, con- 
stituting a regular crew of the school, left the 
island at 6:30 to sail to City Point to convey 
the instructor to the island. The trip is consid- 
ered perfectly safe under ordinazy circum- 
stances, having been made for years, even dur- 
ing the Winter months, without accident. 

As a precaution, however, in view of the 
breeze, the crew took a single sail boat instead 
of a double sail craft. in which the trip is often 
made. Thetrip tothe point was made safely, 
and soon after 7 P. M. the boat started on the 
return trip. Ata point supposed to be between 
Spectacle Isiand and Thompson’s Isiand, the 
boat was struck by a squall and immediately 
capsized. The eleven occupants were thrown 
into the ice-cold water but, being accustomed 
to strict discipline and the exercise of heroism 
in the school, they all secured positions where 
they could cling to the overturned craft, and 
then began a long wait for rescue, which to 
most of them was never to come. 

According to the testimony of the two sur- 
vivors, they encouraged each other by words of 
cheer, occasionally shouting in the hope that 
they might be heard by some one on shore. At 
one time a tug wae seen inthe distance, and 
they shouted with all their remaining strength, 
but could not attract attention. The night was 
—— See the shores and wharves were aban- 

oneqd, 

When the time for the boat to return to the 
island had passed, the Superintendent of the 
school, Chariesa H. Bradley, went to the beach 
to scan the waters toward City Point to see if 
his boys were approaching. There was a fireon 
a neighboring island, and he got in the range of 
the light in the hope that it would aid his vision, 
but he saw nothing. The survivors say that 
they saw his form patroiling the beach, and felt 
sure that rescue would come, but it did not. 
linaliy the chiil of the water, and the exertion 
necessary to keep their heads a!ove the surface, 
overcame the unfortunates, and one by one 
they were compelled to release their hold. 

The instructor was the first to go. Each of- 
fered a pruyer or a word of farewell to the 
Others as he gave up his hold on life. Some of 
them endured the unequal contest for nearly 
four hours, and it was quite four hours, or about 
11 o'clock, when the boat, with the two surviv- 
ors still clinging to it, but exhausted, drifted 
ashore. They were immediately cared for and 
are rapidly recovering from the effects of their 
exposure. 

Superintendent Bradley came to the city this 
morning, notined the police, undertakers, and 
the oflicers of the Boston farm School of the 
disaster, and engaged a diver to search for the 
bodies of the lost. This is the first drowning ac- 
cident at the school since 1842. 

A. F. Nordberg, the instructor, was a native 
of Swéden, who came here at the solicitation of 
the managers of the school about a year ago 
from Chicago, where he has a brother residing. 
He is not known to have other relatives in this 
country. He was unmarried. He was graduated 
from the Sloyd Schools of his pative country, 
and was employed at the school as instructor in 
this system and in carpentry. 

The Boston Asylum and Farm School for In- 
digent Boys isa private institution, supported 
by wealthy citizens. Its funds are all appropri- 
ated for relieving, instructing, and employing 
indigent boys. The boys are given a good coin- 
mon-school education and inatructed in moral 
and religious duties. Many are afterward pro- 
vided with good situations, if found to be 
capable. 

Two of the drowned boys, Phillips and Curran, 
were to have been sent away from the institu- 
tion to-day, excellent homes having been found 
for them. Ths boys were all good swimmers, 
aod Mr. Nordberg was an expert. The icy tem- 
perature of the water is supposed to have chilled 
them so that they were unable to make apy 
eftorts for their own safety. 


STEERS LOOSE ON SBRIPBOARD.

A QUEER SCENE ON THE 

CRUISER NAVARRA. 


Nobody ever heard of a man-of-war leaving 
port on the day fixed for the departure, a fact 
which goes far to explain the failure of the 
Spanish cruiser Navarra to sail yesterday, as 
her officers had expected. They gave as their 
excuse for not getting under way the failure of 
the steward to lay in a supply of provisions 
sufficient to last until the ship got to her next 


port, the Azores. They said on board the Na- 
Vaira yesterday that the ship would leave port 
this morning without fail. : 

If the officers and men were cold on Sunday, 
they were infinitely colder yesterday, and a 
glimpse of the spar deck, where the crew 
huddled, revealed a sight probably never before 
feen OD a man-of-war in this port. Every man 
had provided himself with a hastily-improvised 
overcoat. Some of these coverings were of sail 
cloth, others were of tarpaulin, and others were 
blankets. Beneath them ail the men shivered 
and shook and swore. The only time in the 
course of the day when an opportunity was 
afforded them to get warm was when a 
couple of Havana steers, half frozen and 
half starved, broke from their pasture 
in the forecastie, and charged down the deck 
like mad. The crew started aftertbem. When 
the steers reached the poop they turned around 
and charged forward avain, whiletheir pursuers 
feil in behind with fresh imprecations. After a 
while the steers, having warmed themselves, 
returned to their pens. 

When the Navarra left Havana her steward 
purchased ‘six steers, not being aware that 
fresh meat could be purchased in New-York. 
Four of the steers died the first day out and the 
other two were used by the crew for daily steer 
fights on the forecastie. These avimals were the 
ones that created the disturbance yesterday. 


DR. MORRIS’S IMPORTANT DUTIES. 

Dr. Moreau Morris, a veteran sanitarian, who 
has grown gray in the service, holds the posi- 
tion in the Sanitary Bureau of Inspector of 
Schools and Institutions for the Oare of Chil- 
dren. Hehas special charge of all sanitary 
matters appertaining to both public and pa- 
rochial schools and all orphan asylums and 
Other charitable institutions in which children 
are cared for and domiciled. He is required con- 
tipually to make inspections of the buildings, 
ebietiy with respect to their sanitary condition, 
and examinations of the inmates, with epecial 
reference to the occurrence of contagious and 
infectious diseases among them. The causes of 
outbreaks of such diseases are carefully in- 
vestigated and the little sufferers are isolated 
from their companions under his direction and 
supervision. 

in addition to these duties Dr. Morris is re- 
quired to inspect all places in which permits to 
keep children, as nurseries are applied for, and 
the number ofhildren to be kept in such places 
is regulated by his report. Dr. Morris also has 
charge during the hot weather of July and 
August of what is known as the Summer corps 
of visiting,and their beneficent work of visiting 
and inepecting the tenement houses during the 
torrid days of the Summer and prescribing for 
sick chiidren and adults is done under his super- 
Vision.

NO FIGUREHEADS NOWADAYS. 

The figurehead which formerly adorned the 
bow of nearly every sailing vessel is rapidly be- 
coming athing of the past and nowadays is 
rarely seen. Outofifty-six vessels counted a 
few days ago along South Street, only one had 


this ornate piece beneath her bowsprit. If the 
observer carries his investigations still further 
he will note an a:sence of every thing that 
looks iike adornment in the modern-built sailing 
oraft. 

The ornamental has given place to the useful, 
and the sailing eraft of to-day can boast of very 
few of the ysacbt-iike adornments which were 80 
much affected Dy mariners in days gone by. 
The substitution of double topsafl yards for the 
single ones has added much to the clumsy ap- 
pearance aioft, and, cenerally speaking, the 
modern sailing ship is not so pleasing to the eye 
@s were those of an earlier date.

PIRATE BANDS ON. HAINAN. 


eo 
DRIVEN FROM THE RIVERS OF CHINA 
TO THE HIGH SEAS. 


Kose, Japan, March 21.—The last year in 
Chins has been one of many piratical depreda- 
tions. In former years Chinese pirates were the 
scourge of the Eastern seas, and no merchant 
vessel ever sailed for this section ef the globe 
unless carrying a supply of firearms and cut- 
lasses for defense against such attacks, In the 
days of sailing vessels piracy was at its height, 
but since the introduction of steam the chances 
of a piratical junk overtaking a vessel have been 
reduced to almost nothing, and hence the de- 
cline. Much must also be attributed to the 
many captures and severe punishments meted 


out by the various foreign gunboats cruising in 
search of them. But the last year has shown a 
decided increase over recent years in the num- 
ber of depredations committed by pirates, and 
this spevies of outlawry xeems to be again re- 
viving. The attucks on the British steamer 
Nawoa and on wany smaller vessels warrant 
this telief. 

The junk being no longer able to overhaul a 
Steamer, the pirates haye taken a new method 
of getting possession of a vessel. They nuw go 
on board in large numbers as passengers, and 
when well out (rom port make a sudden attack 
upon the officers and crew, and thus get posses- 
sion of the vessel, often only after putting the 
entire ship’s company to death. ‘his has been 
the case with several vessels leaving Hong- 
kong for other ports, ani was of frequent 
occurrence on the various river steamers plying 
in the yarg-tse-,iang and its tributaries. 

So ereat did this style of piracy become on the 
Yangtse-Kiang during the past Summer that 
special vessels of war were detailed to keep an 
espionage over the passengers (Chinese) going 
on board the steamers, and the various Consuls 
of the owners concerned advised and urged that 
a guard of soldiers be taken on board each 
vessel for protection against the acts of these 
desperadoes. Several steamers were run 
aground and some set on tire through the 
efforts of these men, and so bold and frequent be- 
came their attacks that extraordinary measures 
were taken to check them. Now at the customs 
landings at each port on the Yang-tse-Kiang 
every Chinese passenger is exumined thorough- 
ly and his name taken before being allowed to 
go on board a steamer. The effect of this pre- 
caution has been to greatly check all recent 
piratical attacks upon these vessels, and to 
turn the field of action to another part of China 
—the southern coast. 

The Island of Hainan has for many years been 
&@ gathering place for various bands of these out- 
laws, who would from its shores sally out and 
attack such vessels as came within their reach 
and then return to the security afforded by the 
mountain fastnesses of the island. So great be- 
came the annoyance to shipping that the Impe- 
rial Government has just dispatched an expedi- 
tion against all pirates infesting this section. 
Many very severe encounters have taken place— 
the pirates knowing that if captured they would 
be immediately beheaded—and several hundred 
lives are reported as lost on both sides. The 
pirates are thought to have been er thor- 
oughly rooted out, and no serious trouble may 
be expected from them for some time. 

In one of the captured strongholds was found 
apaper containing thirty-six articles for the 
ruling of the tvands, which are all under one 
main leader, and giving the names of each 
member belonging to the various bands. The 
discovery was quite a surprise to the General 
Government which has always heretofore been 
prone to believe that the Koloi Hui (Insur- 
rectionary Society) was the only one in China 
which had a completely thorough organization. 
It will prove to China that with an established 
organization there will be very quickly as strong 
a nest of pirates «gain infesting these coasts as 
those which she has only —_ rooted out, ani 
that the sending of expeditions spasmodically 
to attack them will have only temporary and 
never permanent checking efiects. That such a 
state of things should exist is a disgrace to the 
empire, which trom many points of view bas 
claims to a very creditable degree of civiliza- 
tion, and whose statesmen ure ever ready to 
speak of China as on an equality with or even 
superior to the civilization of Western nations. 


A HOME FOR SHIPBUILDERS. 





THE PROJECT UPON WHICH WILLIAM 
H. WEBB WILL SPEND A FORTUNE. 


Work is about to be resumed on the building 
to be known as the Shipbuilders’ Home, to 
which William H. Webb intends to devote a gen- 
erous allowance from his fortune. The building 
is already so far advanced that it is a conspicu- 
ous mark in the landscape of Fordham Heights, 
being in full view from Washington Bridge, 
from the Harlem River, and from the Hudson 
River Railroad tracks. Itis situated on a plot 
of thirteen acres at Sedgwick Avenue and Acad- 
emy Street. The plot forms a terraced bluff 
and commands a sweeping view. 

Mr. Webb conceived this benefaction sbout 
two years ago as a fitting testimonial from him 
to the shipbuilding industry, which created his 
wealth. It was and it remains his tirm belief 
that this industry will again flourish in this 
country. His purpose isto equip mep for the 
revival, and also to provide a retreat and per- 
manent home for veteran shipbuilders who may 
be desolate or upon whom fortune did not smile. 

Having decided what he wished to do, Mr. 
Webb incorporated his project under a charter 
making provision for the objects he had in view. 
The essential features of the project are thus 
detined in the charter: 

“To afford free and gratuitous aid, relief, and sup- 
port to the aged, decrepit, invalid, indigent, or un- 
fortunate men who have been engaged in building 
hulls of ships or vessels, or marine engines for such, 
or any parts of either the hulis or engines in any 
section of the United States, together with the law- 
ful wives of such persons, and also to provide and 
furnish to any young man, a native or citizen of the 
United States. who may, upon examination, prove 
himself competent, of good character, and worthy, 
free and gratuitous education in the art, science, and 
profession of shipbuilding and marine engine build- 
ing, both theoretical and practical, together with 
board, lodging, and necessary implements and ma- 
terials while obtaining such education.” 

For purposes of incorporation the following 
gentlemen were named as Trustees, Mr. Webb 
himself being Chairman of the board: James 
M, Brown of Brown Brothers and President of 
the New-York Hospital; Charles 8. Smith, Pres- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce; Charles H. 
Cramp of Cramp & 8ons, the Philadelphia ship- 
Wuilders; Thomas F. Rowland, President of the 
Continental Iron Works; Richard Poillon, the 
yacht builder; Henry Steers, President of he 
Eleventh Ward Bank; Prof. William P. Trow- 
bridge, Professor of a Mathematics, 
Columbia College; Albert G. Bogert, builder; 
Stevenson Taylor, and Andrew Reed. Mr. Row- 
land is Treasurer and Mr. Taylor Secretary. 

A little over a year ago plans had taken such 
shape that actual construction of the building 
vegan, under contract that it would be finished 
within thirty months. Atthe opening of Win- 
ter the walls of the main structure were up and 
of the towers for a short distance above the 
walls, the main roof was in place, and rough 
flooring had been laid. It ie now intended to 
tinish the towers and then proceed with plumb- 
ing, steam-pipe fitting, partitions, and other in- 
side work. Warren Conover, who has charge 
of the construction, says that the building 
ought to be completely finished and ready for 
use early next year. 

The structure is 150 feet long and is built of 
granite at the base and of brick and terra cotta 
above the tirat floor. It has four stories and a 

basement and cellar. There is a tower at each 
end and there the width of the building is 80 
feet. Elsewhere itis 60 feet. The main roof is 
about 70 feet above the ground. One of the 
towers will rise 100 feet and the other 160 feet. 
The upper floor ofthe building is to be without 
columns or partitions and will De laid out on 
the general plan of a shipyard. Chart and de- 
signing rooms will occupy the towers, with an 
observatory probably in the top of the upper 
one. The second and third floors will be used 
for dormitories and the first floor for offices, 
parlors, and classrooms. 


Mr. Webb has not called upon his associate © 


trustees to do anything. toward pushing his 
plans to completion. He has given his personal 
attention to all that has been accomplished, and 
will no doubt work out the details unaided 
when the time shall arrive to put the project 
into working operation. Itis believed that he 
will devote fully $500,000 to this legacy of his 
regard for shipbuildine and buildera. The 
building alone will cost not less than $200,000.

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PIPING COAL TO MARKET. 


W. C. ANDREWS’S SCHEME TO LESSEN 
THR COST OF FREIGHTS. 


The scheme to send coal overland by pipe from 
the mines to cities, of which mention was made 
in dispatches from Steubenviile publishe@ on 
Sunday, brought ont from its promoters yester- 
day a descriptive statement. W. C. Andrews, 
President of the New-York Steam Company, 
claims credit for the invention, which is to pul- 
verize coal, dissolve it in water, and propel the 
solution by power at the starting point. Mr. 
Andrews will form a company if capital is found 
with faith in it. 

“1 have pulverized anthracite coal to a pow- 
der and pumped it,”” said Mr. Andrews yester- 
day, “ half cual and half water, at a apeed of 
five miles per hour for a distance of 3,000 
miles. We are now working on the famous 
Connellsville coking coal mined near Pittsburg, 


and it works well. We shall continue the pum 

ing of that for the same distance. We sha 

then charge the pipe line with the Pittsburg 
seam of high-grade gas coal and do the same 
thing. These bituminons coals are of leas spe- 
citic gravity than the anthracite, and it was for 
that reason that I took anthracite first as being 
the most difficult. The workings of this pipe 
line have been inspeeted by Andrew Carnegie, 
Mr. rick of Pittsburg, the greatest coke pro- 
ducer in the world; Jay C. Merse, President of 
the Illinois Steel Companys, (their works and 
Mr. Carnegie’s being the largest consumers of 
coal in the world.) and Mr. Worthington, the 
great pump bullder, and none of them has as 
yet been able to point out any defects or give 
Ine any reason why it is not a practical success. 

* The coal is first pulverized at the mines, afd 
is then purified by washing, and all the sulphur, 
iron pyrites, slate, &c., removed, and then 
transported to market. The expense of trans- 
portation by pipeline is very small compared 
with that by rail. Instead of its riding in a car 
on wheels it rides in water in a finely atomized 
condition, all the more valuable for most pur- 
poses. 

“ The quantity of coal that even a emall pipe 
will carry in twenty-four hours is one of the most 
astonishing features. A pipe so small as four 
inches, at 1,200 pounds pressure per square 
inch, which 18 entirely feasible; wili deliver 
over 300 tons per day; a twelve-inch pipe will 
deliver 5,000 tons, and a twenty-four-inch pipe 
will deliver 28,000 tons per twenty-four hours. 
The pumping stations will be about thirty miles 
apart, according to grade.”

THE TRUE PROTECTION 
MESTIC INDUSTRY. 


TO DO- 


AN INCIDENT OF HAMILTON’S REVENUE 
TARIFF MAGNIFIED INTO A POLI- 
CY—WHAT PROTECTION MEASURES 
HAVE FAILED TO ACCOMPLISH. 

IX. 

“What is protection, in what does the true 
protection to domestic industry consist?” 
This question may have a strange sound; yet 
there never wasea time inthe history of this 
country when a definite answer was more 
needed, the confusion among the’ advocates 
of the policy which has been heretofore known 
28 that of “ protection to domestic industry” 
being now greater than among any other class 
pf people. The system formerly called protec- 
tion varies very, much from the policy which 
is Bow advocated under that name, which should 
rather be called McKinleyism. 

In dealing with this subject certain proposl- 
tions may serve as a true guide. 

Virst—In selecting the subjecta upon which 
futies are to be placed in framing a tariff bill 
puch discrimination should be used as Will most 
fully protect American labor from injury. 

Second—In the preparation of measures for 
collecting duties upon imports such discrimina- 
tion should be used as will most fully promote 
domestic manufactures, mining, and mechanic 
arts. 

Third—In framing measures for collecting du- 
ties on imports such discrimination should be 
used as will most readily and fully developa 


home market for domestic products to the ut- 
most, either for exportor for home consumption. 

fourth—It is not expedient or even lawful to 
Impose duties upon imports without such dis- 
crimination in the choice of the subjects of tax- 
ation as may conduce most iully to the public 
interest. 

Fisth—In devising a just method of framing a 
tarilf, if any separation cau be made in respect 
to the relations of capital and of labor, the in- 
terest of the workmen should be first con- 
sidered. 

sizth—The public revenues derived from tax- 
ation, either by way of an excise on domestic 
liquors and tobacco or by way of duties on im- 
ports, should be strictly limited to the necessary 
expenses of the Government when economically 
administered. 

seventh—An excess of revenue which cannot 
be immediately applied to the payment of debt 
is a constant source of danger, and ie likely to 
promote either a waste or misapplication of the 
money derived by taxation from the hardly- 
earned products of the people. 

Lighth—- All taxes that the people pay the Gov- 
ernment should receive, and no money should 
be diverted from public use to purposes of pri- 
Vate gain either, directly or indirectly. 

A\inth—It is neither just nor expedient to 
frame a tariff for the purpose of raising or main- 
tainiug the price of any given article of domes 
tic munulacture above what it would otherwise 
be, since that purpo8e can only be accom- 
plished for the benefit of the few at the cost of 
the many. 

icnii—It is neither just norexpedient to put 
a tax or duty upon any crude or partiy manu- 
factured product thatis of foreign origin, but 
Which is necessary in the processes of domestic 
industry, since such a tax will burden and ob- 
sirnct the work of very large numbers of per- 
sons, even if the private interest of a lesser 
number may be for a time promoted, 

‘Lhe former policy which preceded McKinley- 
ism has been justified by its advocates by iim- 
puting ite origin in this country to Alexander 
Hamilton. itis true that Hamiltoncalled atten- 
tion to the incidental stimulus which might he 
given to some branches of domestic manufacture 
already existing through the imposition of a 
tariff imposed for the main purpose of col- 
lecting revenue from duties upon a few fin- 
ished articles commonly called manufactures; 
but this was the incideut of Hamilton’s revenue 
tariff, and not the wain object. Hamilton's 
tariff was limited to a small number of taxed 
articies; the average rate upon dutiabile imports 
was less than 10 per cent. Crude materials 
were left substantially untaxed. A few minor 
changes had been made iu Hamilton's tariff 
down to the embargo which preceded the war 
of 1812. That war and the previous embargo 
changed the conditions materially, giving a 
very unwholesome stimulus to certain braaoches 
of industry at the cost of inany others, and those 
over-stimulated branches afterward clamored 
to be upheld and sustained by increasing duties. 

A short time afver the war of 1812 the first 
movement toward raising the duties for the 
direct promotion of certain specific branches of 
industry was mooted. The discussion took a 
very wide scope; the change was resisted, es- 
pecially in New-England, under the popular 
ery of “ree Trade and Sailors’ Rights.” In 
1829 Daniel Webster made one of the greatest 
apeeches which he ever uttered at a meeting in 
Faneuil Hall which was called by the merchants 
of Boston to oppose these measures. Abbott 
Lawrence anid Nathan Appleton, who after- 
ward became the most conspicuous champions 
of the high-tariff policy, were among the promi- 
nent men present and taking an active part in 
this meeting. In 1824 Webster opposed the 
protective policy in the Senate in debate 
with Henry Clay, who had attempted to 
giveitthe name of “the American system."’ 
Webster pointed out that it was not an 
American system at all, but that it was a sys- 
tem which had been long in forco in foreign 
countries, notably in Great Britain. He called 
attention to the fact that the United States 
Were proposing to take this system up atthe 
very time when ite adverse intiuence on Great 
Britain had become apparent, and when meas- 
ures Were pending under the lead of Huskisson 
for a change iu the policy. But the advocates 
of a high tariti in the United States had their 
wy, passing various acts culminating in the 

* tarifi of 1842, which was enacted in the United 
Btates in the very year that the great reform of 
the tariifin England wae instituted under the 
leadership of cir Robert Peel in the direction of 
what has since been cailed British free trade. 

it is to be remarked that the lowest prices of 
cotton ever known Were reached between 1842 
and 1846, during the imposition of this high 
tariff—the lowest prices since that date are 
now prevailing under the McKinley bill. 
Yet there are 1,000,000,000 non-machine-using 
nations or races in the world who are craving 
for more and better cotton fabrics; but they 
can only pay for them in wool, dyewoodks, ores, 
or other similar crude materials which we tax 
jin order to Keep them out. 

Either one of the tariffs of Hamilton and 
those enacted subsequently, including even the 
tariff of 1842, would now ve denounced by the 
supporters of McKinleyism as pestilent efforts 
of the enemies of domestic industry to estab- 
lish British free trade. 

Webster afterward sustained the policy 
which was forced upon the country in 1824, 
but he never attempted to refute his own argu- 
mentson which he had opposed its introduc- 
tion. In his latter years he merely claimed that 
the Government was bound to sustain those 
branches of industry which had been stimulated 
by the tariff, since it had elected at the outset 
to turn the power of taxation against the 
mechanic arts, agriculture, and commerce in 
which his constituents had been previously en- 
gaged and had encouraged them to establish 

*the factory system of which he became later a 
mere advocate. 

The only ground on which any of these meas- 
ures, prior to the tariffof 1861, were supported 
was this—that the full occupation the quick, de- 
mand for labor, and high rate of wages which 
prevailed in this country, not only in agricult- 
ure and in the mechanic arts, but also in ali the 
branches of domestic manufacture which can- 
not be conducted in any other country for the 
euppiy of this country, (constituting by far the 
greater part of the distinctive manufacturing 
arte,) had rendered the special development of 
the iron industry and of the textile manufacture 
eomew hat difticult and uncertain. 

It is singular to observe how the special rep- 
resentatives of pig iron, wool, and silver have 
graduaily assumed the control and direction of 
the legislation of this country. If regard be 
given to their relative importance, the compar- 
ison may be made in more than one way; per- 
haps the surest way is to compare them with 
the products of the barnyard:

The eggs, only at the standard of consumption 
in the factory boardiug houses of Massachusetts 
and of the iron and steel workers of Pennsyl- 
Vania, came to between $125,000,000 and 
$150,V000,000. According to Assessors’ returns 
in Ohio the egg product is worth more than the 
woo! of Ohio. 

The production of pig iron, woo), and silver is 
relatively an insignificant factor in our body 

litio—it is their abundant consumption that is 
{nportant. Iron and silver give occupation toa 
very email fraction of the population, who are 
occupied in mining at very low rates of wages 
and under very adverse conditions of life, the 
benefit, if any, accruing alwost wholly to the 
owners of the capital which is invested in the 
mines. 

The proceeds of the sales of poultry and eggs, 
on the other hand, are distributed throughout 
the country; very little goes to capital, the 
payments being made almost wholly to those 
who require it more than any other class, be- 
cause they possess so littie capital. 

REVERTING TO HISTORICAL PARALLELS. 

In 1824 the effort was still being made in Eu- 
rope, as it had long been in Great Britain, to 
prevent the distribution of information and the 
knowledge of inventions in manufacturing. It 
had been a penal offense in the early part of the 
century, prior to 1824, and even, I believe, up to 
1842, toteke drawivgsor examples of meg by nds 
of machinery outoft Great Britain. True, the iron 
industry the textile manufacture alread 
existed in this country in very considerable 4 
velopment, and, as Hamilton in 1791, and 
Websier in 1820, prov d basis, 
having become established as infant manafact 
ures during the colomial period, in spite of the 





efforta of Great Britain to suppress them, but it 
was held that they required a certain so-called 
* reasonable measure of protection” by way of 
duties on foreign imports of fabrics of like 
kinds, iu order to offset the lower wages which 
prevailed in other countries, it be then er- 
roneously assumed that the oostof labor per 
unitof product might be measnared or estab- 
lished by reference to the rates of wages. That 
error in regard to the rates of wages to the cost 
of labor still prevails. 

There has been much discussion about pro- 
moting siveseny of occupation or employment 
under a protective tariff. A very slight investi- 
gation proves that the effect of a protective 
tariff, so far as itis operative, has been rather 
to restrict than to promote diversity of employ- 
ment. 

All the more conspicuous and important arts 
in whose behalf it has been mainly advocated 
were wel! established in the United States long 
before Hamilton's tariff, evenin the colonies be- 
fore the Revolution. The cotton industry came 
later, even Defore the invention of the cotton 
gin in this country—an invention which would 
naturally have led to the establishment of spin- 
ning here, whether there had been any protec- 
tion or not. Hamilton himself advocated a 
remission of the duty of 3 cents a pound upon 
cotton in 1791, in order to promote the more 
rapid development of the cotton manufacture in 
this country, where it was already established. 

No art of any conspicuous importance re- 
giring skill, aptitude, and intelligence in their 
application to machinery has yet been estab- 
lished in this country er as a result of the 
adoption of a high tariff. It is possible that 
there are some minor branches of industry of 
which the corresponding import has been cut 
off by almost prohibitive duties which may 
have been brought here in consequence, but no 
distinct brapch of manufacturing of any rela- 
tive or considerable importance has ever been 
added to the occupations before existing here, 
under any tariff mepemns high rates of duty, 

There is a natural diversity of occupation 

which establishes iteelf. Its course may be 
traced throughout the country iteelf, in which 
we have the widest application of absolute free 
trade among the ne ary number of persous who 
were ever pérmitted to enjoy the privilege. It 
will be observed that the more free the condi- 
tions the more fully each section adapts itself 
to its own work; but, nevertheless, in every 
State there exists a certain ratio of ocoupations 
—more manufacturing in the East, more agri- 
culture in the West and South. 

The tendency to the greatest diversity of oc- 
cupations under the influence of absolute free 
trade among the several States of the Union 
will be dealt with in No. X.

BROOKLYN ELEVATED SUITS.

BARRETT DEFENDANT IN TWO MORE 
SUITS—GORDON ENJOINED. 


Judge Bookstaver of the Court of Common 
Pleas said yesterday that he could not promise 
a decision in the Brooklyn elevated railroad 
stockholders’ suit of Hall against Barrett before 
Saturday. Mr. Hall said that the meeting of 
the road Saturday would not be affected if the 
decision was not made before then,as Judge 
Wallace of the United States Circuit Court had 
issued injunctions in two new suits brought 


against the same defendants as his suit. Mrs. 
Anna Hitchcock of Denver, Col., and Percival 
J. Saris of Tacoma, Washington, bring the 
suits. They are both stockholders in the com- 
pany. Thecomplaints are more emphatic iu 
allegations of fraud and conspiracy than that 
ot Mr. Hall The complainants have never 
consented, as has Mr. Hall, on behalf of their 
stock, to the burrett stock being voted. 

In the Superior Court yesterday, before Judge 
McAdam, the injunction issued April 6 to re- 
strain George E. Gordon from giving a proxy 
on Brooklyn elevated stock which he did not 
hold was made permanent by default. The ap- 
plication for an injunction was made by Win- 
gate & Cullen, representing the Uhlmann faction 
in the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad fight. 

Just prior to the annual election of the Brook- 
lyn Elevated Railroad, and after the books were 
closed, Gordon, who owned 1,100 shares of 
stock, sold them. The man who purchased them 
asked that he be given Gordon's proxy to vote at 
the election, as the stock still stood on the books 
in Gordon’s name. Gordon signified his willing- 
ness to give the proxy, when Uhimann’s attor- 
neys asked for an injunction, as by the sale of 
his stock Gordon forfeited the right to vote 
on it. 

The motion to make permanent the injunction 
secured by, Frederick Uhlmann prohibiting the 
Inspectors of Election of the Brooklyn Elevated 
Railroad from acting, on the ground that they 
were in a conspiracy with President Putnam to 
prevent the majority of the stockholders from 
being allowed to vote, was to have been argued 
before Judge Osborne in the Brooklyn City 
Court yesterday, but was postponed until to-day 
by consent. 





SURFACE KOADS. 


SENATOR M’CARTY’S MEASURES AFFECIr- 
ING THEM DISCUSSED. 


Mayor Boody and Senator MoCarty had a long 
conference in the former’s office yesterday with 
the Presidents of all the Brooklyn surface rail- 
road companies in regard to MoCarty’s amend- 
ment to the Cantor Railroad act exempting 
Brooklyn from the necessity of selling fran- 


chises to the highest bidder and to talk over his 
bill eee roads to pay 5 per cent. of their 
gross receipts into the City Treasury. 

The conference was a private one, but it was 
learned that some of the railroad Presidents, 
among whom were Daniel F. Lewis, Gen. Henry 
W. Slocum, William Richardson, and Col. John 
N. Partridge conourred with Senator McCarty in 
regard to the Cantor bill and agreed not to oppose 
this bill; but all the Presidents were opposed 
to the 5 Per Cent. Tax bill on the ground that 
ite passage meant bankruptcy tothem. It was 
linally decided not to press this latter measure. 

After the meeting Mayor Boody gave out this 
statement: 

“The result of the conference was that the 
subject of local. taxation on railroad franchises 
for both old and new roads needed a very care- 
ful consideration, snd that the few remaining 
days of the Legislature didn’t afford that oppor- 
tunity; that the subject should be taken up in 
vacation time and gene over carefully before 
new legislation should be attempted.”

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS.

NEw-Yorxk, Monday, April 11—P. M. 

The stock market was not overactive to-day, 
but the business was fairly well distributed. 
London was quite an important factor early in 
the day, the chief purohases for that account 
being in 8t. Paul, Louisville and Nashville, and 
Union Pacific. The latter stook was particularly 
strong all day and closed 1% points higher than 
on Saturday. The reason for the advance Is not 
very clear, as it certainly cannot be for control, 
the books for the coming election having been 
closed. When the London orders had been exe- 
cuted the market declined under bear attacks, 
directed principally against Atchison and New- 
Englana, but in the last hour there was a fair 
recovery and the clese was strong. 

The dividend payers were in good demand, 
and even when the general market was weak 
they showed firmness. This was due, no doubt, 
to the ease of the money warket, most of the 
substantial stocks at present making better re- 
turns than can be obtained by loaning money. 
This olass of buying was conspicuous in Con- 
solidated Gas, Cordage, and Western Union. 

The recent buying of Manhattan Consolidated 
may have been for investment solely, but there 
is a suspicion in the Street that there is some- 
thing else back of the advance in its price. It 
is recalled that some years ago a syndicate, 
headed by Drexel, Morgan & Co., bonght a 
block of the new 4 cent. bonds of the com- 
pany at about 90, and offered them to the pub- 
lio at 96. The public, however, did not take 
them, and the syndicate is still in existence 
with many millions of the bonds on its hands. 
It is surmised that the way is being prepared 
for offering the lot for sale once more, and that 
the stock is being advanced to make them look 
more attractive. 

New-England was pounded hard to-day and 
the price was at one time down to 38s, al- 
though it recovered to 39% at the close. The 
selling of the stock was accompanied by dis- 
tressing rumors from “insiders,” but, as the 
stock had already declined 20 points, the Street 
was inclined'to look upon the stories with sus- 
picion and as having been oiroulated for the 
purpose of acquiring stock.
